It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  transmit  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  for  the 
fiscal  year  1965-66. 

The  members  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission 
are  proud  of  the  many  significant  achievements  during 
this  period.   To  name  a  few,  reference  is  made  to  the 
following: 

1.  The  expansion  of  Marina  Small  Craft  Harbor. 

2.  The  acquisition  of  the  Allyne  property  at  the 
corner  of  Green  and  Gough  Streets,  which  the 
Department  of  City  Planning  recommended  as 
being  needed  as  a  play  lot  in  this  area  in 
its  report  of  1954  entitled  "Plan  for  the 
Location  of  Parks  and  Recreation  Areas  in 
San  Francisco." 

3.  The  completion  of  two  modern  playgrounds  at 
McLaren  Park;  the  installation  of  a  basic 
irrigation  system  there;  and  the  planting  of 
over  2,000  trees  in  this  area. 

4-.   The  initial  landscaping  of  the  areas  sur- 
rounding the  stadium  at  Candlestick  Park. 

According  to  the  Charter,  it  is  the  policy  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  to  promote  and  foster  a 
program  providing  for  organized  public  recreation  of 
the  highest  standard.   This  we  have  endeavored  to  do.

iNfumerous  activities  are  offered  throughout  the 
city  for  youngsters  and  adults,  ranging  from  tiny  tots 
to  senior  citizens.  In  addition,  a  service  to  provide 
recreation  for  the  handicapped  at  playgrounds,  recrea- 
tion centers,  and  special  units  was  inaugurated  during 
the  past  year,  with  2,923  individimls  participating 
in  either  daily,  weekly  or  monthly  activities. 

Attendance  at  the  swimming  pools,  golf  courses 
and  the  2ioo  is  increasing  annually. 

With  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Parks  and  his  staff,  the  parks  and  squares 
conveniently  located  throughout  San  Francisco  are  well 
maintained  and  attractively  landscaped. 

Golden  Gate  Park  continues  to  be  a  thing  of 
beauty,  of  which  all  San  Franciscans  may  be  justly 
proud.   Its  delights  are  well-known  nationally  and 
internationally,  and  it  attracts  thousands  of  visitors 
each  year.

Report  of  Superintendent 

Great  changes  are  taking 
place  in  all  our  lives.   Urbaniza- 
tion, vast  industrial  expansion, 
technological  progress  and  popu- 
lation growth  have  changed  American 
living. 

In  cities,  where  millions 
live  and  work  together  in  the  tense,, 
complex  pattern  the  city  itself  creates,  we  have  all  dis- 
covered that  simple  parks  and  playgrounds  of  the  past  can- 
not meet  the  demands  of  modern  living. 

Today,  leaders  speak  in  the  broader  terms  of  Leisure, 
Recreation  and  Culture  to  interpret  the  opportunities 
available  to  each  of  us  to  live  fuller  and  more  pleasurable 
lives  in  our  crowded  cities. 

If  we  agree  that  LEISURE  is  truly  FREE  time,  that 
RECREATION  is  FREE  choice  in  the  use  of  free  time,  and 
that  the  CULTURE  of  the  city  is  what  the  people  of  the 

city  choose  to  do  with  their  time  the  following  pages 

will  provide  an  inventory  of  cultural  opportunities  for 
the  recreational  use  of  leisure. 
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Aquatics 

Public  response  to  the  expanded  Aquatics  program 
this  year  has  been  excellent.   Various  activities  both 
for  participants  and  spectators  turned  out  3» 6 01, 9 00 
persons  at  the  different  facilities  operated  by  this 
Division. 

Highlights  of  the  year  included  a  "Learn  To  Swim" 
campaign  conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  American  Red 
Cross  during  the  summer  months.   The  program  provided 
intensive  swimming  instruction  for  3°0000  children  from 
8  through  18  years  of  age.   In  addition,  4 00  youngsters 
gained  worthwhile  experience  by  acting  as  instructor  and 
administrative  aides. 

Each  year,  the  number  of  groups  using  the  facilities 
of  the  Aquatics  Division  to  enrich  their  own  programs 
increases.   A  number  of  Boy  Scout  Troops,  Camp  Fire  Girls, 
Cameron  House,  and  Cannon  Kip  were  welcomed  during  the 
year. 

The  San  Francisco  Merionettes  represented  the  City  in 
many  synchronized  swimming  events  throughout  the  United 
States  and  won  numerous  individual  and  team  championships. 
Sponsoring  eight  intra-departmental  swimming  teams  in 
competition,  the  Aquatics  Division  enabled  the  most  out- 
standing swimmers  to  compete  in  meets  throughout  California 
while  representing  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park 
Department. 

Thirteen  swimming  meets  and  two  synchronized  shows 
were  presented  to  the  public.  Many  of  the  meets  had  an 
attendance  of  over  150  spectators. 

Public  instruction  in  various  phases  of  swimming  was 
conducted  at  the  seven  indoor  pools.   Classes  were  offered 
for  adults,  children,  and  pre-schoolers  with  over  15»000 
individuals  actively  participating.   More  than  2,000 
handicapped  persons  utilized  the  aquatic  facilities. 

Extensive  repair  work  was  accomplished  to  maintain 
the  pools  for  public  use  to  include  North  Beach  Pool. 
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Area  Supervis ion 

The  four  Area  Supervisors  who  are  responsible  for 
the  programming  and  supervision  of  recreation  personnel 
were  very  active  in  their  field.   They  represented  the 
Department  at  meetings  of  many  groups  including  the  Parent 
Teachers  Association  Improvement  Clubs,  Police  Community 
Relations  Units,  Human  Rights  Meetings,  the  Group  Work  and 
Recreation,  Anti  Poverty  Committees  and  many  other  public 
and  private  organizations.   This  representation  was  on  both 
city-wide  and  neighborhood  levels.   Results  showed  in  many 
ways  and  were  reflected  particularly  In  increased  interest 
by  these  groups  in  playground  programs  and  recreational 
outlets  for  all  ages. 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  recrea- 
tion units  which  conducted  special  activities  such  as  fashion 
shows,  parents  nights,  carnivals,  luncheons,  banquets,  vaude- 
ville and  talent  shows  and  other  entertainment  features. 
Beth  mothers  and  fathers  gave  their  time  and  efforts  gener- 
ously to  raise  funds  for  special  playground  purposes  such 
as  athletic  uniforms  for  playground  teams,  special  equip- 
ment for  the  playground,  parties  and  for  the  Summer  Outing 
Programs . 

The  Summer  Program  was  highly  successful.   Each 
excursion  had  capacity  attendance  and  was  thoroughly  enjoyed 
by  both  children  and  parents.   Attendance  at  these  excur- 
sions continued  to  increase  over  previous  years. 

The  outside  organization  and  community  groups  making 
use  of  our  facilities  for  meetings  were  accommodated  whenever 
possible.   Such  organizations  as  Girls  Scouts,  Brownies, 
Blue  Birds,  Boy  Scouts,  Camp  Fire  Girls,  Cub  Scouts  and  other 
youth  groups  were  constant  users  of  our  meeting  rooms  and 
athletic  fields  and  courts.   Many  adult  organizations  took 
advantage  of  our  buildings  for  meetings,  adult  classes, 
luncheons  and  clinics  as  did  several  public  agencies  such  as 
the  Health  Department,  Police  Community  Relations,  District 
Councils  and  Parent  Teachers  Groups.   In  all  cases  these 
groups  were  most  appreciative  of  the  cooperation  shown  them 
by  our  Recreation  Supervisors  and  Staff. 

Arts  and   Crafts 

The  program  in  arts  and  crafts,  though  financially 
limited,  grew  in  scope  and  quantity  during  the  year.   A  great 
deal  of  thanks  must  be  given  to  our  recreation  leaders  for 
their  fine  and  resourceful  work,  and  to  the  various  local 
firms  who  donated  materials  suitable  for  use  in  arts  and 
crafts  programs . 
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Arts  and  Grafts  (Continued) 

Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibits  were  held  at  Potrero  Hill, 
St.  Mary's  and  Cow  Hollow  and  were  well  received  by  the  local 
communities.   During  Recreation  Week,  Arts  and  Crafts  Exhibits 
were  held  at  Cow  Hollow,  Chinese  Center,  Hamilton,  Eureka 
Valley,  Potrero  Hill,  Hunters  Point,  St.  Mary's  Park,  Upper 
Noe,  Sunset,  Jr.  Museum  and  Golden  Gate  Park  Senior  Center. 
An  excellent  art  show  was  held  at  Golden  Gate  Park  Senior 
Center  featuring  work  done  by  senior  citizens  who  had  been 
engaged  in  drawing  and  painting  for  less  than  six  months.  The 
show  was  very  well  received  and  interest  was  shown  in  the 
program.   These  arts  and  craft;"  shows,  coupled  with  the  pub- 
licity sent  from  the  Public  Information  Office,  have  been 
instrumental  in  the  increased  public  interest  in  the  arts  and 
crafts  program. 

A  survey  was  conducted  this  year  studying  group  needs, 
needs  of  recreation  leaders,  available  supplies  and  improve- 
ments needed  in  our  recreation  facilities. 

Results  of  the  Survey  were: 

1.  Group  Needs: 

a.  Increased  number  of  arts  and  crafts  activities 
for  boys  9  to  14  years  of  age. 

b.  A  need  for  adult  arts  and  crafts  activities 
available  during  evening  hours . 

2.  Facilities: 

a.   Many  of  our  recreation  buildings  lack  proper 
storage  for  unfinished  projects,  equipment 
and  materials . 

3.  Recreation  Leaders'  Needs: 

a.  Easier  access  to  arts  and  crafts  supplies  and 
equipment  in  order  to  cut  down  preparation  time. 

b.  In-service  Training  stressing  new  concepts  in 
arts  and  crafts  plus  training  in  the  use  of  new 
supplies  and  equipment. 

c.  Increased  availability  of  resource  material  for 
all  facets  of  arts  and  crafts. 

4.  Supplies: 

a.   A  central  location  in  which  recreation  leaders 
could  procure  specialized  items  needed  for 
conducting  various  arts  and  crafts  activities. 
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Arts  and  Grafts  (Continued) 

As  a  result  of  the  survey  findings  a  program  of  wood- 
carving  of  race  cars  was  started.   This  program  was  geared 
for  boys  8  to  13  years  of  age.  A  pilot  class  in  beginning 
oil  painting  for  adults  starting  August  ^th  and  running  16 
weeks,  will  bs  in  progress  this  fall.   A  system  of  portable 
storage  cabinets,  for  needed  facilities,  is  designed,  with 
construction  subject  to  the  availability  of  materials  and 
labor.   In-service  training  sessions  were  held  covering  new 
concepts  in  the  role  of  arts  and  crafts  in  recreation  and  the 
skills  involved  in  the  presentation  of  arts  and  crafts  activ- 
ities.  A  new  system  was  used  this  summer  to  distribute 
specialized  arts  and  crafts  materials  to  the  playgrounds.  This 
system  was  designed  to  cut  down  the  preparation  time  needed 
for  arts  and  crafts  activities.   A  central  supply  and  craft 
Idea  Center  are  planned  for  the  basement  of  McLaren  Lodge; 
the  center  should  be  completed  during  the  winter  of  I966-I967. 
It  is  too  early  to  estimate  if  or  how  much  the  new  programs 
will  improve  the  service  of  Recreation  Arts  and  Crafts,  but 
the  future  looks  bright. 

In  the  fall  of  1965j  112  arts  and  crafts  activities  were 
being  held  on  a  weekly  basis;  in  the  spring  of  1966,  126;  in 
the  summer  of  1966,  132,  The  total  attendance  for  I965-I966 
was  139 j 661.  On  a  weekljr  basis  an  average  of  2585  children, 
adults  and  senior  citizens  participated  in  arts  and  crafts 
activities  provided  by  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park 
Department. 

Athletics  -  Women  and  Girls 

Working  in  close  cooperation  with  the  recreation 
directors  on  playgrounds  and  recreation  centers,  and  special 
interest  groups,  Women's  and  Girls'  Athletics  had  a  diversi- 
fied program  of  activities. 

Unit  participation  reached  a  new  high  with  the  emphasis  on 
physical  fitness  and  new  interest  in  actively  participating 
in  games  and  sports  for  adults  and  children.   A  summarized 
look  at  the  year's  activities,  includes: 

Over  1,500  children  participated  in  Youth  Tennis 
Foundation  Clinics  which  were  conducted  on  21  playgrounds 
and  recreation  centers  each  day  for  two-week  periods  through 
the  summer  months . 

Additional  instruction  at  Golden  Gate  Courts  was  offered 
to  approximately  3C0  children  who  excelled  in  their  respective 
playground  classes. 
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Athletics  (Continued) 

A  Junior  Tennis  Exhibition  was  held,  at  which  time  the 
children  demonstrated  the  skills  they  had  mastered. 

Fall  clinics  were  hold  in  September  and  October  on  five 
playgrounds  with  participation  of  19 0  children.   Spring  classes 
were  conducted  in  March,  April  and  May  at  six  playgrounds 
with  a  participation  of  215  children. 

During  the  48  th  Annual  Boys  and  Girls  Tennis  Tournament, 
which  set  classes  according  to  ago,  2 CI  children  from  24  play- 
grounds and  recreation  centers  participated.   The  21  tennis 
courts  in  Golden  Gate  Park  rarely  had  vacancies.   Some  of  the 
groups  that  keep  them  busy  during  the  year  were:   Junior 
Wightman  Cup  Club,  San  Francisco  high  schools,  universities 
and  colleges,  Standard  Oil,  Southern  Pacific,  i7ells  rargo  and 
Bechtel  Corporation.   The  Golden  Gate  Tennis  Club  sporsored 
tournaments,  Grandmothers  tournament,  Northern  California 
Tennis  Association,  Musicians  Union,  Bay  Area  Tennis  League, 
and  the  Youth  Tennis  Foundation,  all  scheduled  tournaments  and 
play  on  these  courts.  The  21  courts  are  supervised  6u  hours  a 
week  during  the  six  months  of  daylight  savings  time  in  order 
to  maintain  the  maximum  use  by  the  greatest  number  of  players. 

Highlight  of  the  summer  season  was  the  Girls  Softball 
league.  Played  on  various  playgrounds  on  Monday  and  'Tuesday 
afternoons,  the  league  was  conducted  in  three  divisions: 
Midgets  -  13  and  under,  Intermediates  -  14  and  15  years, 
and  Seniors  -  16,  I?  a.nd  18  years.   Total  participation  was 
385  girls,  representing  28  playgrounds  and  recreation  centers. 

Conducted  in  six  gymnasiums  throughout  the  city,  Boys'  and 
Girls'  teams  consisting  of  children  of  8  through  11  years  of 
age  compete  in  a  series  of  ten  relays  during  the  Indoor  Relays 
Playday.   Awards  are  given  to  the  winning  boys'  team  and 
girls'  team  in  each  of  six  divisions.  Total  participation  was 
632  boys  and  girls  in  44  girls '  teams  and  45  boys  5  teams . 

In  four  age  groups,  girls  compete  in  events  involving  five 
fundamental  basketball  skills  during  the  Girls  Basketball 
Pentathlon.   There  were  406  participants  in  the  Pentathlon 
with  58  girls  representing  40  playgrounds  in  the  all  city  finals 

Teen-age  Girls  Basketball  playday  involved  six  teams  and 
a  total  of  65  girls. 

The  Girls  Kickball  Playday,  for  girls  12  years  of  age 
and  under,  is  a  lead  up  game  to  Softball.   Total  participation 
was  475  representing  43  teams. 
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Athletics  (Continued) 

The  13th  Annual  Girls'  Track  and  Field  Meet  was  held  in 
five  age  divisions  during  May.   District  play-offs  were  held 
at  three  separate  playgrounds  as  well  as  a  City-wide  track 
meet  for  finalists.   Total  participants  in  Division  Play-offs 
was  442.   Participating  in  City-wide  track  Finals  were  216 
girls  representing  35  playgrounds. 

Midget  Girls  Ketball  Playday  is  a  lead-up  game  to  volley- 
ball and  is  very  popular  with  the  girls  8  through  11  shears  of 
age.   Total  participation  was  450  girls  representing  43  teams. 

In  the  Jacks  Tournament , play  is  set  up  in  six  Activities 
Districts  throughout  the  city,  with  the  finals  for  three  age 
classes  held  at  the  Sharon  Building  in  Golden  Gate  Park 
Children's  Playground.  A  play-off  held  at  all  our  playgrounds 
determines  two  children  from  each  class  who  are  eligible  to 
play  in  the  District  finals.   For  the  City  Finals,  1st:,  2nd 
and  3rd  place  district  winners  in  each  class  play  to  determine 
the  City  Champions.   Participants  were  585  boys  and  girls  in- 
cluding I63  in  District  Play-offs  and  14  in  City  Finals. 

The  Checkers  Tournament  is  run  in  six  divisions  for  boys 
and  girls,  based  on  age.   First,  second  and  third  place  win- 
ners in  the  district  finals  compete  for  the  City   Championship 
at  the  Sharon  Building.   The  458  participants  represented 
43  playgrounds. . 

The  Chess  Tournament  is  set  up  in  divisions  identical  to 
those  for  the  Checkers  Tournament;  however,  the  teen-agers 
and  particularly  the  boys  show  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  for 
this  activity.   The  398  participants  represented  36  play- 
grounds . 

The  Mixed  Volleyball  Playday  is  a  co-recreational  activ- 
ity with  teams  consisting  of  three  boys  and  three  girls.   The 
entire  playday  is  conducted  at  one  central  playground  which 
has  eight  volleyball  courts  set  up  for  this  occasion.  A  total 
of  18  teams  consisting  of  103  participants  played  on   this 
Playday . 

Intermediate  and  Senior  Girls'  Volleyball  Leagues  were 
conducted.   The  Intermediates  are  12  through  15  years  of  age, 
Seniors  are  16  through  18.   At  the  conclusion  of  league  play 
the  first  place  winners  in  each  league  play-off  for  the  City 
Championship.  The  3C6  girls  participating  represented  33  teams 

Dodgeball  Playday  is  a  circle  game  played  with  teams  and 
against  time.   This  year's  tournament  had  43  teams  with  3&5 
participants. 
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Athletics  -  Men  and  Boys 

The  Men's  and  Boys'  Athletic  Division  of  the  San 
Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  for  the  year  19&5- 
1966  had  many  and  varied  activities. 

The  most  popular  activities  of  the  Boys'  Division  were 
baseball 3  scftball,  basketball,  touch  football,  track-and- 
field,  and  seven-man  soccer.   There  are  also  leagues  and 
tournaments  conducted  for  table  tennis,  volley-ball,  kick- 
ball,  dodgeball,  a  basketball  pentathlon  and  a  football 
feature  contest. 

The  playground  Summer  Baseball  League  served  boys  from 
all  areas  of  San  Francisco.   There  were  115  teams  in  the 
Lidget  division,  35  Junior  teams,  30  Intermediate  teams  and 
16  teams  in  the  Senior  division.   These  leagues  consisted  of 
over  2 3 500  boys . 

The  Athletic  Division  sponsors  and  conducts  weekend  base- 
ball leagues  for  men  and  boys.   These  teams  are  self-sponsored 
There  were  eight  teams  on  the  Saturday  league  and  2k   playing 
on  the  Sunday  league.   The  High  Schools,  Junior  College. 
Junior  High  Schools.  C.Y.O. 8  PAL  and  many  other  leagues  use 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  baseball  facilities  for  their 
games . 

A  Babe  Ruth  League  was  started  in  San  Francisco.   Eight 
teams  played  a  round  robin  schedule  and  at  the  conclusion  an 
all-star  team  was  picked  to  play  in  the  Northern  California 
Tournament  at  Palo  Alto.   The  San  Francisco  team  won  the 
first  game  and  was  eliminated  the  second  day. 

The  City-wide  Softball  League  is  directed  and  scheduled 
by  the  Athletic  Division.   There  are  seventy-five  teams  play- 
ing in  this  league.   The  Athletic  Division  schedules  and 
coordinates  the  Softball  league  groups  such  as  the  Acacia, 
Advertising  firms,  A.Z.A,,,  Insurance  leagues,  Council  of 
Churches s  Cub  Scouts,  De  Molay,  Latter-day  Saints,  Lutheran 
Church,  and  U,C.  Medical  Center. 

A  rifle  and  pistol  range,  located  at  Sharp  Park,  is 
open  to  the  public  on  weekends, 

There  are  Archery  Field  Ranges  at  Sharp  Park  and  a 
practice  range  in  Golden  Gate  Fark. 
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Industrial  Division 

The  Industrial  Division  is  jointly  supervised  by  Men 
and  Boys  and  Uomen  and  Girls  Athletics.   It  is  a  unique  and 
self-supporting  program  comprising  59  member  firms  within 
the  city.  The  Division  had  an  exceptionally  active  year. 
Activities  directed  and  sponsored  by  the  Athletics  Staff  in- 
cluded such  tournaments  as  Tennis,  Golf,  Softball,  Table 
Tennis,  Volleyball,  Bowling,  Eadmintcn  and  Basketball.   Indi- 
vidual activities  of  tennis  clinics,  sxvimming,  horseback 
riding  and  two  weekend  excursions  helped  complete  a  well 
rounded  recreational  program  for  San  Francisco1 s  working  adult: 
Award  dinners  were  held  a^  the  conclusion  of  the  tournaments, 
with  more  than  75%   of  the  participants  attending. 

Day  Camping 

Silver  Tree  and  Pine  Lake  Day  Camps  were  operated 
Konday  through  Friday  during  the  summer  vacation  period  and 
offered  an  opportunity  for  approximately  3500  boys  and  girls 
between  the  ages  of  7  and  12  to  participate  in  a  unique  ex- 
perience in  outdoor  activities. 

In  many  cases  the  camps  offered  an  opportunity  for 
children  throughout  San  Francisco  to  have  their  first  camp- 
ing adventure  and  both  they  and  their  parents  have  expressed 
appreciation  for  such  a  program. 

The  programs  are  conducted  under  the  careful  supervision 
of  the  camp  staffs  who  displayed  a  fine  sense  of  organization 
as  well  as  creativity  in  presenting  these  activities  to  the 
campers . 

In  addition  to  the  boys  and  girls  from  our  regular  play- 
grounds, Silver  Tree  Camp  served  the  following  special  groups 
and  integrated  them  into  the  program:   schoolyard  playgrounds , 
Youth  Guidance  Center,  Handicapped  Services  and  Mount  St, 
Joseph. 

Pine  Lake  Camp  reached  its  maximum  capacity  of  85  campers 
each  week  during  this  seas oh. 

There  is  an  ever-increasing  interest  in  the  San  Francisco 
day  camping  program.   This  is  demonstrated  by  the  increased 
attendance  at  both  camps  as  well  as  the  ever-growing  attend- 
ance of  parents  and  friends  at  the  Thursday  evening  campfire 
programs . 
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Drama  and  Dance 

Located  at  the  Recreational  Arts  Building,  Drama  and 
Dance  plans,  organizes  and  activates  a  wide  scope  of  activ- 
ities conducted  on  a  city-wide  basis.   Dance  files,  a  play- 
library,  properties  and  the  costume  section  are  maintained 
for  the  use  of  ail  recreation  directors. 

Activities  regularly  conducted  on  a  weekly  basis  at 
Recreational  Arts  Building  include  folk  square  and  round 
dance  groups  (men  and  women),  social  dance  workshops  (men 
and  women),  special  dance  classes  (women  only)  modern  dance 
class  for  young  women,  special  dance  class  (children) , special 
dance  classes  (high  school  and  college  age),  teen  and  adult 
drama  workshops,  junior  drama  group,  puppetry  and  story 
league  classes. 

Activities  regularly  conducted  on  a  weekly  basis  on 
city  playgrounds  and  recreation  centers  include:   storytelling 
story  play,  play  production,,  singing  games,  small  folks 
rhythmics j  folk  dancing  (boys  and  girls),  folk  square  and 
rounds  (adult),  social  dance  workshops  (teen-age),  and  ethnic 
dance  groups . 

Teen-age  activities  received  enthusiastic  response. 

Ethnic  dance  groups  were  again  a  highlight  of 
the  dance  program.   The  Chinese,  Negro,  Mexican, 
Filipino  and  Italian  groups  were  outstanding 
particularly  at  the  Stern  Grove  and  Columbus 
Day  pageants . 

Senior  Citizens  -  Folk  and  Square  Dance  Classes. 
The  Golden  Gate  Park  Senior  Center  Dance 
Group  presented  a  fine  program  for  the  annual 
Hobby  Show  at  The  Emporium. 

Drama  groups  meriting  special  recognition 
were  conducted  at  Cayuga,  Alice  Chalmers, 
Cninese  Center,  Eureka  Valley.,  Excelsior, 
Funs ton,  Milton  Meyer,  Midtown  Terrace, 
J. P.  Murphy,  Ocean  View,  Portola,  Potrero 
Hill,  Recreational  Arts  Building,  Rochambeau, 
St.  Mary's  Park,  Sunset  and  upper  Noe. 

Four  sessions  in  Social  Recreation  were  conducted  for 
full  time  personnel  during  the  In  Service  Training  Program. 
There  was  a  special  course  for  dance  instructors  in  ad- 
dition to  the  regularly  scheduled  training  course  in  dance 
for  women  directors  only,  conducted  during  May. 
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Drama  and  Dance  ( Continued ) 

The  Golden  Gate  and  Storyland  Story  Leagues  organized 
by  this  division  are  volunteer  groups  giving  their  time 
and  talents  freely  as  a  community  service.   They  meet 
regularly  to  develop  and  improve  their  storytelling  techniques 
Courses  are  given  in  conjunction  with  the  Volunteer  Bureau 
to  train  new  volunteers.   The  Story  Leagues  also  send  dele- 
gates to  the  national  convention  each  year  and  are  especial- 
ly busy  with  arrangements  for  the  I968  national  convention 
to  be  held  in  San  Francisco, 

Annual  City-Wide  Programs  organized  and  conducted  in- 
clude: "Carnival"  at  Stern  Grove  (Recreation  pageant  with 
a  cast  of  1500  children  and  adults),  lay  Day  Festival  in 
Golden  Gate  Park;,  Columbus  Day  Pageant  at  Aquatic  Park, 
Story  Play  Festival  and  Contest  at  Stern  Grove,  Folk  Dance 
Program  for  Bernal  Heights  Association,  Art  Festival  and 
Fair,  Doll  Show  (2  days)  at  Sharon  Building  in  Golden  Gate 
Park,  Joseph  Lee  Day  at  "Big  Rec" ,  Christmas  Parade  at 
Union  Square,  and  Christmas  productions  at  Recreational  Arts 
Building. 

Special  Programs  given  as  a  community  service  include 
Regional  Folk  Dance  Festivals  given  at  various"  recreation 
centers.   Glen  Park  invites  the  public  to  a  monthly  folk 
dance  party.   Tills  group  has.  met  weekly  since  it  was  organized 
twenty  years  ago  and  many  of  the  original  members  are  still 
active  participants.   The  Recreational  Folk  and  Square 
dancers  also  hold  a  monthly  open  house.   The  Recreational 
Arts  danco  groups  combined  to  present  programs  for:   Mother's 
Guild  Variety  Show  (proceeds  used  to  buy  material  to  make 
clothing  for  needy  children),  Laguna  Honda  Home,  Jewish  Com- 
munity Center,  Senior  Center,  Oakland  Cultural  Arts  Institute, 
Fisherman's  Wharf  Celebrations  East  Eay  Women's  Dance  Circle, 
Dance  festers  of  America  and  Italian  Charity  Societies. 

General  Programs  given  throughout  the  year^include: 
Drama  and  Dance  programs  for  Halloween,  Christmas,  Valentine's 
Day,  St.  Patrick's  Day,  Easter,  and  other  special  occasions, 
playground  doll  shows,,  Story  League  programs,  radio  and 
television  programs, 

Costumes  and  properties  for  all  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  programs  are  provided  as  required.   These  are 
made  and  maintained  at  the  Recreational  Arts  Building.  For 
the  annual  Grove  program  over  1,500  costumes  were  used.  The 
present  inventory:   Costumes  22,  OS^I-  pieces;  properties 
1,550. 
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Drama  _  and  _  Dance.  (  Continusd ) 

Other  demands  on  the  costume  section  include:   day  camp 
scarves  (making,  repairing  and  laundry  service  -  approximate- 
ly ^00  a  week  used  during  summer  camp  season)  tablecloths 
for  Stern  Grove  Summer  Concert  Series,  drapes  for  dedications 
and  special  occasions,  repairing  flags  and  dressing  room 
tents . 

By   attending  meetings,  serving  on  committees  and  assem- 
bling materials  assistance  was  given  to  other  divisions  of 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  public  agencies  and  civic 
groups ,  amateur  as  well  as  professional  drama  and  dance  orga- 
nizations, doll  clubs  and  Story  Leagues. 

Facilities  Reservations 

This  new  service  was  created  to  better  serve  the  public 
by  coordinating  the  reservation  of  supervised,  as  well  as 
unsupervised  areas  and  facilities. 

The  successful  functioning  of  this  division  depended 
upon  the  close  cooperation  and  at  times  the  supervision  in 
their  respective  areas  and  facilities  by  the  Park  Area  Super- 
visors, the  Park  Section  Supervisors  and  their  staffs. 

Reservations  were  made  by  and  for  bona-fide,  non-profit 
organizations  for  functions  that  were  not  political,  profit- 
making,  or  religious  in  nature. 

Nominal  fees  were  charged  for  only  two  units  -  the 
Stern  Grove  Clubhouse  and  the  Wawona  Clubhouse,   Youth  Groups 
were  charged  two  dollars  and  fifty  cenus  (^2.50)  per  function 
at  either  clubhouse.   Adult  groups  were  charged  ten  dollars 
(■^10.  00}  for  a  function  at  the  Stern  Grove  Clubhouse  and 
five  dollars  (*5.C0)  for  a  function  at  the  Wawona  Clubhouse. 

No  fee  or  charge  was  involved  in  the  use  of  the  Angler's 
Lodge  or  the  Model  Yacht  Club,  but  reservations  for  these 
two  units  were  mainly  restricted  to  groups  having  interests 
in  angling  and  model  boats.   No  fee  or  charge  was  involved 
in  the  reservation  and  use  of  barbecue  pits,  campfire  circles, 
dog-training  areas,  fly-casting  pools,  luau  areas,  model  air- 
plane sites,  model  boating,  overnight  camping,  the  Petanque 
area  and  our  many  picnic  areas.   Upon  written  request,  all  of 
these  facilities  were  subject  to  reservation  through  this 
division.,  but  when  not  properly  reserved  were  and  have  been 
used  by  groups  and  individuals  on  a  first-come-first-served 
basis . 

Barbecue  pits  are  located  at  37th  Avenue  and  Fulton 
Street,  Fleishhacker  Pool,  Horsemen's  Retreat,  Lindley 
Meadow  and  Stern  Grove. 
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Facilities  Reservations  ( Continued ) 

Campfire  circles  mainly  used  for  day-camping  during 
the  summer  months,  are  at  37th  Avenue  and  Fulton  Street, 
Balboa  Park,  Fleishhacker  Pool,  Horsemen's  Retreat c  Julius 
Kahn  Playground,  McLaren  Park  and  Metson  Lake. 

Dog  training  areas  were  set  aside  in  two  areas:  37th 
Avenue  and  Fulton  Street  and  ^Ist  Avenue  and  Quintara  Street. 
The  37th  Avenue  and  Fulton  Street  location  was  used  for 
Obedience  Trials  and  Dog  Shews . 

Fly-casting  pools  are  just  south  of  the  Angler's  Lodge 
and  available  for  use  every  day  of  the  jrear,  except  for  the 
time  required  for  the  annual  draining  and  cleaning. 

Luaus  were  scheduled  at  the  29th  Avenue  and  Fulton 
Street  picnic  area  and  were  enjoyed  in  particular  by  the 
public  of  Hawaiian  and/or  Polynesian  ancestry. 

Model  airplane  flying  by  liability-insured  club  members 
was  scheduled  subject  to  daily  time  limits  at  Crocker-Amazon 
Playground  and  at  the  east  end  of  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Polo 
Sgadium,   Polo  matches  and  other  special  events  placed  added 
restrictions  in  the  use  of  the  Polo  Stadium  site. 

Model  beating  was  enjoyed  in  Spreckels  Lake,  just  east 
of  the  Model  Yacht  Club. 

Overnight  camping  by  bona-fide  organized  groups  only 
was  permitted  at  29th  Avenue  and  Fulton  Street,  Balboa  Park, 
Horsemen's  Retreat,  Metson  Lake  Area,  Pine  Lake  and  Speedway 
Meadows . 

Midsummer  Stern  Grove  Music  Festival  Concerts  were 
coordinated,  and  liaison  was  maintained  with  the  Stern  Grove 
Festival  Association,  as  well  as.  with  the  appointed  indi- 
viduals representing  each  performance,  to  insure  a  successful 
series  of  shows  at  Sigmund  Stern  Grove.   Meeting  the  physical 
requirements  for  each  performance,  required  working  very 
closely  with  the  other  branches  of  the  Recreation  Division, 
the  Business  Division  and  most  of  the  Park  Division. 

Telephone  requests  for  the  concert  area  picnic  tables 
were  accepted  and  non-fee  table  reservations  for  each  per- 
formance were  issued.. 

In  cooperation  with  the  American  National  Red  Cross,  the 
first  and  second  sessions  of  the  continuing  refresher  series, 
leading  to  the  requirements  for  the  issuance  of  a  new  "Standart 
First-Aid  To  The  Injured  Certificate"  were  coordinated. 
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Facilities  Reservations  (Continued) 


The  Angler'4' s  Lodge,  Model  Yacht  Club,  Stern  Grove  Club 
House  and  Wawona  Clubhouse  were  used  through  reservation  only. 
All  other  areas  or  facilities  when  not  formally  reserved, 
were  open  for  public  use3  en  a  first-come- f irst-served  basis.

GOLF  COURSE  OPERATIONS 


The  six  San  Francisco  Public  Golf 
Courses  remained  operational  throughout 
the  year.   These  consist  of  three  eigh- 
teen-hole  and  three  nine-hole  courses. A 
combined  total  of  ^29,988  rounds  of  golf 
was  played  during  the  past  year  on  the 
courses,  with  Harding  Park  showing  the 
most  play  as  has  been  in  previous  years. 

A  new  arrangement  at  the  Sharp  Park 
Golf  Course,  where  the  back  nine  has 
been  reversed  and  played  as  the  first 
nine  is  proving  very  successful  with  the 
golfing  public.  With  this  arrangement 
the  more  hilly  and  longer  nine  holes  are 
played  while  fresh.   This  seems  to  make 
a  more  enjoyable  day  for  all  concerned. 

The  addition  of  a  course  mars hall 
on  each  of  the  eighteen-hole  courses  would  be  a  great  benefitj 
as  they  would  be  in  a  position  to  increase  the  speed  of  play 
and  correct  course  abuses. 


All  tournaments  were  run  very  successfully  with  the 
Lucky  International  at  Harding  Park  heading  the  list. 

Tournaments  were  held  as  f ollows  s 

Harding  Park  hosted  the  Lucky  International  Open,  Men 
and  Women  San  Francisco  City  Championships.  Qualifying  for 
the  National  Public  Links  Championship,  and  Harding  Men's  and 
Women's  Club  Championships. 

Sharp  Park  had  the  San  Francisco  City  Championships, 
Recreation  and  Park  Industrial  Tournament,  several  Service- 
men's Tournaments,  Penincula  High  School  fetches,  Men's  and 
Women's  Club  Tournaments  and  several  local  College  Matches. 

Lincoln  Park  was  the  site  of  many  matches  of  the  San 
Francisco  City  Championships t  San  Francisco  Junior  Champion- 
ship, all  A. A. A.  High  School  Matches,  Examiner  Hole-in-One, 
and  the  Men's  and  Women's  Club  Tournaments. 

McLaren  Park  (nine  hole)  handled  the  younger  divisions 
of  the  San  Francisco  Junior  Championships  and  hosted  a  suc- 
cessful club  Invitational  Tournament. 

Golden  Gate  Park  (nine  hole)  had  the  Annual  Northern 
California  Father  and  Son  Tournament. 
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Handicapped  Servi  ces 

This  service  was  established  July  1,  1965 »  to  provide 
recreation  programs  for  the  handicapped  at  playgrounds,  rec- 
reation centers  and  special  units. 

To  better  understand  the  needs  and  problems  of  the 
handicapped,  a  working  cooperation  was  established  with  other 
public  and  private  agencies.   Nineteen  of  these  agencies, 
concerned  with  handicapped  services,  compose  the  Advisory 
Council  to  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
Services  for  the  Handicapped. 

Their  knowledge,  guidance,  recommendations  and  assistance 
has  been  invaluable  in  providing  outlines  for  establishment 
of  programs,  providing  public  information  and  edvication,  and 
serving  as  a  liaison  grotvp  with  community  councils,  agencies, 
groups  and  individuals  concerned  with  the  handicapped. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Office  of  Child  Welfare,  Board  of 
Education,  a  survey  of  handicapped  children  attending  public 
schools,  proved  most  helpful  in  determining  numbers  of  the 
various  handicapped  and  their  geographical  home  locations  in 
San  Francisco.   A  survey  was  conducted  of  those  handicapped 
children  and  adults  presently  being  served  on  our  playgrounds, 
recreation  centers  and  special  units.   The  current  survey 
shows  a  considerable  increase  when  compared  to  statistics  of 
previous  surveys. 

Survey  results  disclosed  2,923  handicapped  individuals 
participating  in  either  daily,  weekly,  or  monthly  activities. 
Yearly  units  of  service  based  on  this  information  total 
6^,365  (based  on  attendance  count  at  each  meeting). 

During  the  in-service  training  for  all  full-time  direc- 
tors and  supervising  staff,  sessions  were  conducted  by  partici- 
pating agencies  from  the  Advisory  Beard. 

Forty-eight  Recreation  Directors,  one  Supervising  Rec- 
reation Director  and  three  VISTA  volunteers  have  completed 
an  introductory   in-service  training  course,  organized  and 
conducted  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
Department  of  Public  Health,  Aid  to  Retarded  Children  Inc., 
Recreation  Center  -  Fleishhacker,  San  Francisco  Day  Treatment 
Center  and  other  agencies,  based  on  a  face-to- face  leadership 
experience  with  the  handicapped.   This  training  has  proven 
of  great  value  in  educating  and  providing  an  awareness  and 
insight  to  the  recreation  staff  of  the  wide  range  and  degrees 
of  handicapped. 
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Handicapped  Services  ( C o nt 1 nue d ) 

City-wide  programs  initiated  were: 

St  Mary's  Playground  -  Program  for  mentally 
retarded  children,  held  weekly  since  December  3» 
1965. 

This  program  is  based  on  the  premise  that 
handicapped  children  can  be  integrated  into 
the  regular  recreation  program  and  have  done 
so  in  some  cases.   Participation  is  voluntary 
and  activities  are  as  nearly  like  those  of 
non-handicapped  persons  as  possible. 

Attendance  -  based  on  units  of  service  - 
vreekly  meetings  since  December  1965.

In  cooperation  with  the  San  Francisco  Hearing  Society 
and  the  Archdiocese  of  San  Francisco  -  Deaf  and  Hard  of 
Hearing  Society,  a  recreation  program  for  adults  (16  years 
and  over)  was  organized  at  North  Beach  Playground  with  the 
Recreation  Director  of  the  unit  assigned.  This  program  on 
a  monthly  basis.  From  an  initial  registration  of  seven  on 
torch  k,  1966,  there  has  been  an  increase  monthly  in  regis- 
tration and  attendance  to  a  total  of  ?6  registered  by  June  3°.

Spa.ce  has  been  provided  to  the  State  Department  of 
Mental  Hygiene  by  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  for  use  as  a  meeting  site  for  the  psychiatrically 
handicapped  at  Jackson  Playground.   Handicapped  Services  was 
requested  by  State  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene  to  provide 
a  recreation  program.   This  was  undertaken  as  of  March  1966. 
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Handicapped  Services  ( Cont i nued ) 

A  Recreation  Director  was  assigned. The  Vista  Key  Friend- 
ship Club  was  started  and  the  program  changed  from  a  drop- in 
attendance  of  approximately  40  weekly  to  an  attendance  of 
between  6$   and  8  0  registered  members  weekly  with  a  planned 
program  put  into  effect. 

Continuous  cooperation  from  the  State  Department  of  Mental 
Hygiene  and  the  Caretakers  Guild  have  made  special  events 
possible,.   For  example  the  Easter  luncheon  was  attended  by 
130  members  and  22  volunteers,  and  the  Giants  Baseball  game 
by  86  members  and  6  volunteers.   The  Spring  picnic  including 
caretakers  and  members ,  had  1'jO   in  attendance. 

As  of  June  JO,    registration  for  this  group  has  reached 
12^4-  members. 

New  members  are  admitted  to  the  program  on   a  referral 
basis.

The  success  of  programming  for  the  handicapped  requires 
a  diversified  program,  an  experienced  Recreation  Director  and 
trained  volunteers.   Recruiting  volunteers  of  all  ages,  to 
participate  in  each  of  the  programs  and  for  future  use  is  a 
continuing  function.   The  cooperation  of  the  members  of  the 
Advisory  Council  in  soliciting  volunteers  for  training  was 
extremely  helpful.   A  volunteer  guidebook  was  developed  by 
Handicapped  Services  and  volunteers  have  participated  in  the 
regular  in-service  training  that  is  given  to  the  full  time 
recreation  staff.   Two  VISTA  volunteers  from  the  Aid  to 
Retarded  Children  volunteer  staff  were  assigned  with  permis- 
sion of  VISTA  headquarters,  Washington,  D.C.  and  were  directly 
involved  in  the  organisation  of  the  programs. 

Initial  organization  required  the  staff  members  to  orient 
and  educate  themselves  to  agency  programs  to  avoid  duplica- 
tion of  services,  develop  suitable  application  forms  and  re- 
leases, prepare  and  distribute  an  information  brochure  to  all 
agencies  dealing  with  handicapped  services,  and  actively 
participate  on  committees  and  workshops  such  as  Architectural 
Barriers  Committee,  San  Francisco  State  College  Workshop,  and 
Community  Mental  Health  Foundation. 
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Handicapped  Services  ( Continued ) 

Private  and  public  agencies  conducting  services  and 
programs  for  the  handicapped  were  accommodated  with  reserva- 
tions at  our  swimming  pools  and  special  classes  conducted  by 
our  Recreation  Directors  with  Handicapped  Services  assistance 
in  special  recreation  programs  such  as  Music,  Arts  and  Crafts, 
Other  agencies  are  being  assisted  in  developing  and  improving 
their  recreation  programs. 

The  Recreation  Center  for  the  Handicapped  at  Fleishhacker 
Pool  has  been  of  great  assistance  as  a  training  area  for  our 
recreation  staff.   In  turn,  the  programs  on  municipal  play- 
grounds and  recreation  centers  have  become  of  great  interest 
and  importance  to  other  public  and  private  agencies  as  to 
"what  can  be  done"  xtfith  handicapped  people  in  the  community. 
Exchange  visits  vrere  made  between  the  Handicapped  Services 
staff  and  the  staff  of  Mendocino  State  Hospital  on  recrea- 
tion opportunities  for  the  handicapped. 

With  the  development  of  additional  programs,  more  staff 
assignments  will  be  necessary.   Materials,  supplies,;,  equipment 
and  allowances  within  designated  recreation  unit  programs 
are  of  prime  concern. 

Long  range  plans  provide  for  programs  to  be  developed 
and  expanded  but  the  basic  objective  is  a  continuous  inte- 
gration of  handicapped  children  and  adults  where  possible 
into  existing  programs  with  non  handicaps  as  determined  by 
their  interests 8  needs,  desires  and  capabilities. 

Josephine  D,  Randall  Junior  Museum 

Programs  of  scientific  and  cultural  arts  were  presented 
throughout  the  year  at  the  Josephine  D.  Randall  Junior  Museum. 
The  total  attendance  was  92,686  persons  s  almost  doubling- 
last  year's  total.   Children  participated  in  study  groups 
interested  in  zoology,  botany,  geology,  and  other  science 
subjects.   Workshops  in  arts  and  crafts,  ceramics,  and  wood- 
shop  were  filled  to  near  capacity.   The  programs  vrere  aug- 
mented by  new  exhibits,  collections,  educational  motion  pic- 
tures, field  trips  and  animal  demonstrations.   Guided  tours 
vrere  conducted  for  school  classes  and  other  visiting  orga- 
nized groups. 

A  very  active  part  of  the  program  was  the  visitation  of 
school  classes  to  take  part  in  the  Science-Art  Workshop.  The 
school  classes  spent  the  whole  day  actively  participating  in 
the  departments  of  Science  and  Art. 
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Josephine  D.  Randall  Junior  Museum  ( Cont inued ) 

Five  trips  this  year  were  rewarding  and  informative 
since  each  of  the  trips  were  taken  from  a  scientific  rather  . 
than  an  excursion  approach.   Persons  participating  on  field 
trips  were  encouraged  to  relate  the  trip  to  studies  and 
classes  offered  at  the  museum. 

The  annual  gift  of  ^500.00  from  the  Auxiliary  of  the 
Josephine  D.  Randall  Junior  Museum  has  been  set  aside  for  an 
exhibit  that  will  supplement  the  Natural  history  and  Conserva- 
tion classes  offered  at  the  museum.   The  title  of  the  ex- 
hibit is,  "FOOD  PYRAMID1' . 

The  Advisory  Committee,  and  the  Auxiliary  of  the 
Museum,  continued  their  active  interest  and  cooperation  in 
developing  new  exhibits  and  program  suggestions.   'Through 
their  efforts  a  number  of  specimens  of  scientific  and  cul- 
tural interest  were  added  to  uhe  Museum's  collection  for 
study  and  display. 

Music 

Music  activities  conducted  during  the  year-round  pro- 
gram at  ^0  playgrounds,  recreation  centers ,  and  at  the  Rec- 
reational Arts  Building  included  singing  groups  and  rhythm 
bands  fcr  pre-school  age  children,  folk  songs  and  toy  sym- 
phony bands  for  children  of  grammar  school  age,  adult  dance 
band:  Golden  Gate  Band,  and  several  orchestras,  including 
the  Recreation  Symphony  Orchestra. 

Ukulele  classes  for  children  were  conducted  at  six 
centers  during  the  fall  and  spring,  with  capacity  enrollment, 
and  double  classes  necessary  at  two  of  the  six  locations. 
Folk  Guitar  classes  were  offered  to  the  public  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  year,  with  the  number  being  increased  from  11  to 
1^  to  meet  increased  demand.   A  short  summer  advanced  Guitar 
course  for  teen-agers  and.  a  concentrated  beginner's  course 
for  public  and  parochial  school  teachers  were  both  offered 
during  June:  July  and  early  August,  the  latter  with  such  an 
overwhelming  response  that  enrollment  was  almost  twice  that 
anticipated.   In  addition  to  these  public  services,  a  series 
of  in-service  training  sessions  in  guitar  was  offered  to 
interested  staff  recreation  directors,  providing  them  with 
a  valuable  and  useful  professions.!  tool. 

Weekly  sessions  in  both  string  ensemble  and  in  brass 
and  woodwind  ensemble  playing  for  teen-agers  were  conducted 
throughout  the  summer  at  Recreational  Arts  Building;  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  season  an  informal  demonstration-perfor- 
mance was  given. 


Music  (Continued 

Other  special  summer  activities  were  the  weekly  folk 
song  Hootenanny  for  campers  conducted  at  both  Pine  Lake  and 
Sil\rer  Tree  Day  Camps,  and  soprano  recorder  classes  for 
children  at  Recreational  Arts  Building. 

During  the  spring  and  early  summer  a  selected  group  of 
mentally  handicapped  children  from  the  Recreation  Center  for 
the  Handicapped  were  brought  regularly  to  Recreational  Arts 
Building  for  an  exploratory  series  of  music  sessions.  A  num- 
ber of  techniques  were  employed  with  mixed  but  generally  satis- 
fying, and  in  some  oases,  truly  gratifying  results.  These 
music  periods  presented  material  to  the  children  in  a  highly 
structured  format  which.,  although  unfamiliar  and  uncomfort- 
able for  some  of  them  at  the  beginning,  eventually  was  ac- 
cepted, and  enabled  a  number  of  the  children  to  make  suffi- 
cient progress  to  be  placed  in  school.   It  is  hoped  that  this 
new  and  absorbing  activity  can  be  more  fully  developed  during 
the  next  year. 

Participation  in  public  performances  included  the  an- 
nual Carnival  at  Sigmund  Stern  Grove,  Joseph  Lee  Day  Program, 
Christmas  Carol  Festival  at  City  Hall,  a  number  of  recreation 
musicals  including  two  Summer  Sandwich  Concerts  for  children, 
and  a  great  many  special  holiday  programs. 

Assistance  in  the  planning,  programming  and  presentation 
of  musical  activities  'was  given  "Co,  among  others,  the  Photo- 
graphy Center  and  the  Drama  and  Dance  Activities  of  the  Rec- 
reation and  Park  Department,  the  Golden  Gateway  Center 
Christmas  Music  Festival,  the  San  Francisco  Boys'  Chorus, 
the  Music  Teachers'  Association  of  California,  the  Opera 
Workshop  of  the  San  Francisco  Musical  Club,  the  Association 
of  Pioneer  Women,  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  the  American 
Retired  Association;  and  the  American  Friends  Service  Com- 
mittee. 

Photography  Center 

The  total  attendance  at  the  Photography  Center  during 
the  year  was  79*5^5?  as  compared  with  70,755   for  the  previous 
year.  Membership  dues  totaled  rt;l0,8?0.  00.   Locker  dues  totaled 
$1,051. 5 0»  for  a  grand  total  of  #11,921.50  in  revenue. 

As  of  June  30,  1966  the  current  paid  up  membership  total- 
ed 993  adult  members  and  103  junior  members,  for  a  total  of 
1,096  paid  up  members.   Semi-annual  memberships  that  are  ex- 
pired by  one  month  or  less  are  semi-active  and  in  most  cases 
the  majority  of  these  members  renew.  Consequently,  the  active 
membership  totals  I.096  and  the  semi-active  fluctuates 
between  ^00  and  6 00  people.   In  addition  to  the  Center  members, 
several  hundred  members  of  Camera  Clubs  meet  at  the  Center. 
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Photography  Center  (Continued) 

A  varied  and  interesting  photogrphic  program  is  offered 
each  month  at  the  Center.   The  Camera  Clubs  in  conjunction 
with  the  Photography  Center  staff  present  excellent  and 
instructive  programs.   These  programs  are  given  many  times 
throughout  the  year,  and  are  enjoyed  by  hundreds  of  photo 
enthusiasts. 

The  Photography  Center  has  grown  each  year  since  its 
inception  and  has  become  a  tremendous  success. 

The  continual  growing  popularity  of  the  new  twice 
weekly  enlarging  and  printing  courses  and  the  expanded  6 
lecture  beginner  course ,  offered  quarterly,  are  indicative 
of  another  year  of  expansion  and  success  at  the  Photography 
Center. 

Senior  Citizens 

The  Thirteenth  Annual  Senior  Citizens'  Hobby  Show  con- 
ducted by  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department, 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  the  San  Francisco  Labor 
Council,  the  Emporium,  and  the  Adult  Division  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  had  an  attendance  of 
6„9^8  spectators  who  viewed  ls029  items  displayed  by  301 
exhibitors. 

Twenty  Senior  Citizen  Center  groups  have  been  organized 
and  meet  on  various  municipal  recreation  units.  Nineteen 
were  operated  during  the  entire  fiscal  year.   A  senior  group 
was  organized  in  March  to  meet  at  the  newly  dedicated  Herz 
Playground  in  McLaren  Fark. 

The  Golden  Gate  Park  Senior  Center  operates  seven  days 
a  week.   There  are  h-?8  people  actively  engaged  in  all  types 
of  recreation  programs  at  the  Center.   A  very  successful 
First  Anniversary  Party  was  held  on  Wednesday,  June  8th. 

Daring  the  past  year  Yerba  Buena  Senior  Center's  at- 
tendance has  increased. 

The  total  number  of  participants  at  all  2  0  senior 
centers  was  117,687. 

Tiny  Tots' 

The  Tiny  Tot  program  as  performed  by  the  department  is 
a  form  of  a  play  experience ,  'The  principal  aims  are  to  form 
good  habits  through  recreational  activities. 
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Tiny  Tots  (Continued) 

In  cooperation  with  with  the  California  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Blindness,  a  program  was  organized  for 
the  early  detection  of  "lazy  eye  blindness"  a  condition 
known  medically  as  amblyopia  ex  anopsia.   The  work  in  the 
program  was  carried  out  entirely  by  volunteers  provided  by 
the  San  Francisco  Second  District  of  the  California  Congress 
of  Parents  and  Teachers.   A  registered  nurse  was  on  duty  at 
all  screenings. 

The  vision  screening  project  will  run  on  a  continuing 
basis,  and  each  new  class  of  children  will  receive  the  free 
examination  as  they  enter  the  Tiny  Tot  Program. 

During  the  school  year,  184-  Tiny  Tot  groups  meet  at 

8^  playgrounds  and  recreation  centers.   These  children  are 

served  only  once  a  week.   The  total  number  of  children 
served  was  78,^02, 
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DIVISION   OF  PARKS 


Large   Parks 

Major  winter  re -landscaping  pro- 
jects in  Golden  Gate  Park  included  over- 
hauling and  re-planting  the  Bowles  Rhodo- 
dendron Collection  with  110  new  rhodo- 
dendron plants .   Later  inter-planting 
with  1,500  hybrid  lilies  produced  a 
splendid  floral  show.   Plant  borders 
were  removed  and  replanted  to  eliminate 
unsightly  ivy  and  berry  infestation. 
Lawn  areas  were  re-graded  and  re-sown 
with  over  218,000  square  feet  of  new 
planting.   Preparing  park  walks  and  paths 
for  repaving  required  edging  and  realign- 
ing three  miles  of  trailways. 

Conservatory  valley  floral  displays 
used  44,000  annuals  and  15,000  tulips. 
The  Floral  Plaque  had  15  changes  of  de- 


sign which  used  120,000  plants  of  various  types. 


At  DeLaveaga  Dell,  the  north  slope  was  redeveloped 
into  a  Magnolia  grove.   Large  trees  were  cleaned  and  thinned, 
60  deciduous  Magnolias  and  several  fine  species  and  varie- 
ties were  planted. 

Providing  an  ever  changing  floral  show  at  the  John 
McLaren  Memorial  Rhododendron  Dell  requires  shifting  the 
larger  plants  to  make  room  for  new  varieties.   New  plantings 
included  276  rhododendrons  and  51°  azaleas. 

The  Baseball  fields  at  Big  Rec  required  6,2  00  square 
feet  of  new  turf  and  subsequent  re-seeding  the  sod  nursery 
area. 


A  significant  project  was  transplanting  the  Fraser 
Bonsai  Collection  from  Oakland  to  a  newly  developed  display 
area  in  the  Japanese  Tea  Garden.   Valued  at  4?5tOOO   the  new 
collection  was  installed  in  an  authentic  Japanese  setting, 
created  by  constructing  a  new  waterfall  and  island,  placing 
35  tons  of  stones  to  appear  as  a  rock  outcropping,  and  suit- 
able placement  of  three  stone  lanterns  and  a  stone  pagoda. 

Since  the  Brundage  Wing  of  the  de  Young  Museum  was  con- 
structed with  picture  windows  looking  into  the  Tea  Garden, 
it  was  necessary  to  completely  re-orient,  re-design  and  re- 
landscape  the  east  end  of  the  Garden. 

Gumps  Art  Goods  of  San  Francisco  donated  a  fine  large 
oriental  granite  boat  fountain  which  was  installed  in  the 
Tea  Garden.   A  fine  oriental  granite  wash  basin  was  also 
donated  by  Mr.  Samuel  Newsom.   Placing  these  fine  additions 
in  the  Garden  required  re-design  and  re-landscaping  the  set- 
ting areas. 
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Large  Parks  (Continued) 

Annual  maintenance  of  the  Rose  Garden  regularly  requires 
clearing,  re-working  and  re-planting  several  of  the  rose  beds. 
This  year  162  new  rose  bushes  were  planted. 

Various  youth  groups  and  poverty  program  members  cleaned 
and  cleared  overgrown  areas  in  the  west  end  of  the  park.  New 
trees  and  shrubs  were  subsequently  installed  by  the  Park  Staff, 

Recreational  Units,  Small  Parks  and  Squares 

In  addition  to  the  routine  maintenance  duties  brought 
about  by  an  increasing  use  of  our  grounds  and  facilities  the 
following  major  rehabilitation  and  development  projects  were 
accomplished. 

Allyne  Property 

This  recently  acquired  property  was  opened  as  a  neighbor- 
hood park.   To  prepare  for  this  the  old  home  was  demolished 
and  approximately  15,000  square  feet  was  sown  to  grass.  The 
long  neglected  Victorian  garden  was  cleaned  up  and  pruned  in 
a  way  that  would  preserve  its  Victorian  character.   Flowers 
popular  during  the  Victorian  period  were  planted. 

Buena  Vista  Park 

The  program  of  thinning,  and  removal  of  overgrown  shrubs 
was  continued  from  last  year.   New  plant  material  included 
600  low  growing  shrubs  and  if-,  000  bedding  plants. 

Candlestick  Park 

Landscaped  areas  immediately  adjacent  to  the  ball  park 
were  embellished  with  the  addition  of  68  large  (10'  -  25') 
trees,  1950  smaller  trees  and  shrubs  and  125,000  cuttings  of 
ice  plant.   Because  of  the  nature  of  the  ground  on  which  the 
stadium  is  built  all  of  the  planting  holes  for  the  trees  and 
shrubs  had  to  be  dug  with  a  jack  hammer. 

Mount  Davidson 

Paths  leading  to  the  cross  were  widened  by  removing  over- 
grown brush  and  eroded  soil. 

Crocker  Amazon  Playground 

The  soccer  playing  field  was  completely  reconstructed, 
a  new  diamond  cut  out  for  baseball,  and  approximately  10,000 
square  feet  of  turf  area  sown. 
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Recreational  Units.  Small  Farks  and  Squares  ( Cont inued ) 

McLaren  Park 

The  new  Herz  Playground  at  Visitacion  &   Hahn  and  the 
unnamed  playground  at  University  and  toayland  were  completed 
and  accepted  by  the  department  for  operation  and  maintenance. 
The  basic  irrigation  system  was  installed  and  activated. 
2,290  seedling  trees  were  planted  throughout  the  park,  however » 
the  survival  rate  was  poor.   The  many  larger  trees  and  shrubs 
planted  nea.r  the  playground  areas  are  thriving. 

Ocean  View  Recreation  Center 

36,000  square  feet  of  slope  on  the  south  face  of  the 
property  was  graded  and  planted  with  ice  plant.

The  middle  57 ?  000  square  feet  of  Kezar  Stadium  was 
prepared  and  sown  after  being  worn  out  by  a  heavy  schedule. 

A  gardener  trainee  program  for  trainees  with  the  Voca- 
tional Services  Division  of  the  Department  of  Social  Services 
was  initiated.   Seven  to  eight  trainees  participated  working 
at  Candlestick  park,  Mount  Davidson,  Sigmund  Stern  Grove  and 
Buena  Vista  Park. 
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Nursery 

The  nursery  operation  produced  65.000  trees  and  shrubs, 
3^0,000  bedding  plants  and  50,000  ground  cover  and  perennials 
for  landscape  use.  City  offices  and  civic  functions  required 
if-,000  bunches  of  flowers ,  while  2,6oS  plant  loans  were  made 
for  civic  functions,  department  programs,  and  museum  or 
library  decor. 

Golf  Course.  Maintenance 

The  annual  maintenance  schedule  of  San  Francisco's  six 
municipal  golf  courses  consists  of  many  seasonal  operations. 
All  greens,  tees  and  fairirays  are  fertilized  and  aerated  on 
a  regular  schedule.   Courses  were  sprayed  to  prevent  plant 
disease,  rough  areas  cleared,  weed  killer  applied,  overgrown 
areas  and  trees  thinned  to  admit  sunlight  to  the  green  and 
tee  lawn  areas.   Pruning  and  clsan  up  of  dead  limbs  and  fallen 
trees  take  place  during  the  winter.   New  plantings  of  shrubs 
and  blooming  annuals  around  clubhouses  are  made  during  spring. 
All  sand  traps  were  weeded  and  edged ,  over  60  tons  of  fresh 
sand  being  added  to  the  traps  where  required.   Worn  grass 
aprons  around  greens  and  tees  were  replaced  with  over  30-000 
square  feet  of  new  turf.  Rototxlling,  re-grading,  re-sodding 
and  re-seeding  fairways,  greens  and  tees  occurred  throughout 
the  year. 

Tournaments  require  special  grooming  and  preparation  of 
courses  prior  to  play.   During  the  year  over  3°  such  tourna- 
ments were  played  ranging  from  the  Lucky  International  through 
various  All- City  Tourneys  to  high  school  and  public  course 
club  meets. 

Vandalism  on  the  courses  consisted  of  automobiles  and 
motorcycles  joy  riding  on  the  fairways  and  wheel  spinning  on 
the  greens.   These  malicious  acts  occur  late  at  night.  Players 
are  directed  to  temporary  greens  while  damage  is  repaired, 
resulting  in  player  inconvenience  and  distraction.  Pumps 
were  kept  in  constant  opera bion  during  the  rainy  season  to 
minimize  flooding;  however,  cloudburst  conditions  required 
closing  the  courses  for  one  day. 

Structural  Maintenance  and  Allied  Work 

The  Construction  Division  in  its  normal  course  of  opera- 
tion maintained  ^00  buildings  and  allied  installations  in 
the  system. 

Some  of  the  major  installations  which  required  the 
services  of  all  the  crafts  were  the  Zoo,  Camp  father,  5  Golf 
Courses,  Swimming  Pools,  Golden  Gate  Park,  and  the  Japanese 
Tea  Garden.   Following  are  some  of  the  larger  jobs  that  the 
various  crafts  performed  during  the  fiscal  year  I965-66. 
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3tr\ictural  Maintenance  and  Allied  Work  ( Cont i nued ) 

Carpenters  installed  header  boards  for  the  Great  Highway- 
Parking  Eay,  performed  general  repairs  to  Camp  Mather,  general 
repairs  to  all  swimming  pools  and  constructed  and  laid  forms 
for  new  waterfall  at  the  Tea  Garden,   They  installed  booths 
for  Carnivals  and  miscellaneous  repairs  for  the  entire  system. 

Plumbers  conducted  general  repairs  to  all  buildings  in- 
cluding the  lodge  and  installed  new  sprinkling  system  in 
the  lake  area  at  Camp  Mather.   They  installed  new  sewer  lines 
and  manholes  at  the  Zbo.  At  Marina  Greens  they  ran  12  00  feet 
of  2"  pipe  line.   At  Sharp  Park  2U-"   culvert  lines  were  in- 
stalled.  Senior  Citizen  Center  at  Aquatic  Park  removed  and 
installed  new  fixtures,  drains  and  water  lines.   Allyne 
Property  installed  irrigation  system, 

The  Painters  painted  interiors  of  swimming  pools ,  benches 
in  parks  and  squares  and  Golden  Gate  Park,  and  conveniance 
stations.   Made  and  repaired  signs. 

The  Cement  Department  maintained  the  walks  and  paths  in 
the  recreation  and  park  system.   The  major  job  of  this  divi- 
sion was  the  installation  of  the  now  waterfall ,  brick  work, 
and  new  reck  stairways  in  the  Tea  Garden, 

The  ornamental  iron  worker  and  sheet  metal  departments 
maintained  the  fences,  gutters,  catch  basins  and  general 
metal  repairs  to  the  entire  recreation  and  park  system. 

The  Electrical  Division  performed  all  necessary  re- 
lamping  to  the  towers  at  Kezar  and  playgrounds.   Worked  on 
power  failures  at  the  Zoo  and  other  installations.   This 
Division  also  maintained  electrical  service  in  the  4-00 
buildings  in  the  system. 

The  Laboring  Division  performed  all  work  requiring 
trenching  for  the  trades  f 

The  year  around  operation  of  the  Roads  Maintenance 
Division  requires  many  types  of  service  from  trucks  and  trac- 
tors.  The  collection  of  litter,  brush?  logs,  sweepings  and 
debris  from  Golden  Gate  Park;  small  parks  and  facilities 
amounts  to  more  than  2,000  truck-days.   Construction,  main- 
tenance, earthmoving  and  grading  in  landscape,  recreation 
and  athletic  area.s  required  more  than  2,000  equipment-days 
of  work. 

Each  year  thousands  of  tons  of  sand  must  be  contained 
and  controlled  along  the  ocean  front  so  that  it  may  not  be- 
come a  hazard  to  traffic  or  landscaped  areas.   Many  large 
landscaped  areas  along  the  Lower  Great  Highway  have  been  res- 
tored by  using  mechanical  equipment. 
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Structural  Mainter.an_ce_and  Allied  Work  ( Cont  1  nu e d ) 

Crocker  Amazon  Soccer  Field  was  completely  renovated  by 
removing  the  entire  top  surface  amd  replacing  with  2,000 
yards  of  fresh  soil. 

The  Archery  Field  in  Golden  Gate  Park  is  more  than  half 
completed.   The  project  was  started  in  October  19&5?  and 
entails  moving  155OCO  cubic  yards  of  material, 

A  3C°  foot  long  ridge  has  been  developed  using  more 
than  2,000  cubic  yards  of  sand  and  clay  from  the  Archery 
Field  Project.   When  planted  with  trees  and  shrubs  this  ridge 
will  shield  the  Richmond  Sunset  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  from 
view  on  the  Main  Drive. 

In  Golden  Gate  Park  1,5°0  cubic  yards  of  Archery  Field 
material  was  used  to  develop  a  hitch  rack  and  horse  trailer 
parking  area  west  of  the  "Bercut  Equitation  Field". 

Many  trucking  and  hoisting  days  were  put  into  the  de- 
velopment of  the  new  Tea  Garden  waterfall  project 

Sharp  Park  has  had  tractor  service  in  maintaining  the 
fire  trails  in  the  hills  and  for  building  tees  and  greens  in 
the  golf  course. 

Paving  accounts  for  about  600  equipment-days. 

The  i,!ater  Reclamation  Plant  functions  as  a  secondary  sewage 
treatment  operation  and  is  an  integral  part  of  the  park 
irrigation  system.   Approximately  2$%   of  the  Golden  Gate 
Park  irrigation  water  is  produced  at  this  plant.   Rigid 
operating  procedures  are  practiced  in  order  to  maintain  the 
quality  of  the  one  million  gallons  of  water  produced  daily. 
Strict  adherence  to  ohlorination  procedures  are  in  effect  24 
hours  per  day  j.n  order  to  comply  with  public  health  regula- 
tions. 

Detergent,  grease  and  scum  control  is  practiced  by  a 
changed  method  of  plant  operation.   A  rotating  shift  of 
operating  personnel  is  in  effect:  each  man  gets  an  equal 
share  of  night  duty  and  day  duty.   This  results  in  a  better 
trained  operator  since  the  work  activities  differ  on  each 
shift. 

Algae  control  is  effected  in  order  to  prevent  undesirable 
growths  in  the  lakes  and  the  water  distribution  system.   The 
nature  of  the  discharged  water  is  highly  nutritious  to  the 
plant  system  in  that  it  contains  a  high  source  of  nitrates,* 
traces  of  nitrogen  and  ammonia.   It  is  also  richer  than 
domestic  water  in  phosphates,  calcium  and  iron.

Tlie  Year  just  passed  has  been 
one  of  much  progress  and  several  pro- 
jects have  been  brought  to  completion 
since  July  1st  1965.   In  all  of  these 
activities,  the  members  of  the  Strybing 
Arboretum  Society  have  been  most  help- 
ful and  we  are  indeed  grateful  for 
their  continued  assistance  and  encourage- 
ment.  The  Arboretum  Society,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  garden  clubs  and  individuals, 
was  responsible  for  the  Garden  of  Fra- 
grance which  has  become  such  a  popular 
feature.   Some  idea  of  its  universal 
appeal  may  be  gained  by  the  response 
to  a  story  in  the  September  issue  of 
Sunset  Magazine,  when  over  three  hundred 
requests  for  information  came  from  all 
parts  of  the  country. 


In  August  I.965 »    through  the  generosity  of  the  Arbore- 
tum Society,  a  lath  house  was  added  to  our  nursery  area  and 
became  a  valuable  adjunct  to  our  glasshouse.   Its  dimen- 
sions are  tnirty  six  feet  by  sixty  feet  and  it  is  of  red- 
wood construction.   The  cost  was  #3*563.00.   ^he  main  pur- 
pose of  the  lath  house  is  to  "harden  off"  or  acclimate 
seedlings  and  rooted  cuttings  prior  to  being  planted  out 
of  doors . 

The  first  phase  of  the  Strybing  Arboretum-Sunset 
Magazine  Demonstration  Home  Gardens  was  completed  and 
ready  for  dedication  on  August  27 »  1965.   The  major  por- 
tion cf  the  construction  costs  amounting  to  $64,298.31 
was  provided  by  the  California  State  Department  of  Fairs 
and  Expositions.   We  are  indebted  to  the  Sunset  Publishing 
Company,  who  very  generously  contributed  ^15 » 000. 00  towards 
design  fees  and  materials  for  construction,  and,  in  ad- 
dition, gave  countless  hours  of  staff  time  to  assist  in 
getting  the  gardens  ready  for  the  official  opening.   It 
is  encouraging  to  note  that  over  27,000  people  visited 
the  Demonstration  Home  Gardens  during  the  weekend  of  the 
dedication. 


In  the  next  stage  of  this  development,  we  plan  to 
construct  the  seven  small  Demonstration  Home  Gardens.   The 
first  of  these,  scaled  to  a  thirty  foot  city  lot,  was 
donated  by  the  Ikebana  International,  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area  Chapter,  Inc.   This  Oriental-type  garden  which  demon- 
strates low  maintenance  and  combines  features  of  western 
and  oriental  design  was  completed  at  a  cost  of  $5»000.  00 
and  dedicated  on  April  1,  1966.   Plans  for  additional  small 
home  gardens  are  now  underway  and  at  least  two  have  been 
promised  as  gifts  from  horticultural  associations.  The  edu- 
cational aspect  of  these  gardens  is  of  particular  value  in 
this  day  and  age  when  improvement  of  the  urban  environment 
is  of  national  concern. 
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Stryblng  Arboretum  &  Botanical  Garden  Division  (Continued) 

On  November  29,  I965,  the  contract  was  avrarded  for  the 
completion  of  the  Master  Plan,  in  accordance  with  the  Stry- 
bing  Bequest,  and  preliminary  work  was  begun  late  in  December, 
The  completion  of  this  project  is  the  "key"  to  a  multitude 
of  activities  which  have  been  pending.   The  final  phase  was 
finished  July  1,  1966  and  the  Arboretum  staff  can  proceed 
with  permanent  plantings  of  new  accessions  which  have  been 
held  in  our  nursery  until  suitable  locations  were  made  avail- 
able.  The  balance  of  the  Strybing  Bequest  fund  has  been  used 
for  the  completion  of  the  Master  Plan,  however,  there  still 
remains  some  twenty  acres  to  be  developed  in  the  west  end  of 
the  Arboretum,  (from  l^th  to  19th  Avenues).   A  proposal  for 
their  use  as  a  Mature  Trail  was  submitted  to  Mr,  James  Lang 
on  April  9>  19^5 .   This  facility  is  needed  to  supplement 
our  In  Service  Training  Program  which  is  designed  to  train 
grade  school  teachers  in  the  use  of  the  Arboretum  as  a  nature 
interpretive  center.   During  1965-66,  sixty-three  teachers 
have  been  given  instruction  and  65  classes,  totaling  1850 
children  were  given  conducted  field  trips  through  the  Arbore- 
tum.  This  activity  is  one  of  our  most  important  contribu- 
tions to  the  community  of  San  Francisco.   Instructor's  salary 
and  incidental  expenses  in  connection  with  this  program  are 
paid  for  by  the  Arboretum  Society. 

The  Information  Kiosk  at  the  main  entrance  to  the  Arbore- 
tum has  been  staffed  seven  days  a  week  by  members  of  the 
Arboretum  Society,  who  volunteer  their  time  as  a  service  to 
Arboretum  visitors,   Our  most  faithful  volunteer,  Mrs.  Laura 
Petri,  has  recorded  visitors  from  all  fifty  states  and  forty- 
seven  foreign  countries.   Other  activities  of  the  Arboretum 
Society  include  free  guided  tours  conducted  by  volunteers 
who  are  trained  by  the  Arboretum  staff  to  offer  this  service 
to  garden  clubs,  civic  organizations,  and  other  groups.   This 
past  year  30  groups,  totaling  ^-8  0  people  enjoyed  this  service 
provided  by  the  Arboretum  Society. 

Our  seed  and  plant  acquisitions  for  I965-66  have  been 
much  less  than  normal  due  to  the  fact  that  we  were  engaged 
In  the  final  phase  of  the  Master  Plan.   Nevertheless,  the 
total  of  new  accessions  is  3°9.   We  have  reciprocated  by 
sending  seeds,  cuttings,  and  herbarium  specimens  to  Ireland, 
England,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  various  botanical 
gardens  in  the  United  States.   In  this  connection,  the  time 
has  come  for  us  to  prepare  a  new  Plant  List  of  all  the  trees 
and  shrubs  in  the  Arboretum,  so  that  plant  scientists  through- 
out the  world  might  know  the  extent  of  our  collections  in 
the  event  that  they  wished  to  procure  material  for  their 
research.

This  past  year  has  been  marked 
by  an  even  greater  surge  of  improve- 
ment and  growth  of  our  Zoo  than  ever 
before.   With  the  concept  of  Zoos 
constantly  changing,  it  is  a  challenge 
to  management  and  all  interested  par- 
ties to  bring  our  organization  to  the 
upper  echelon  of  Zoos  both  in  our 
country  and  the  world  itself.   Our 
Zoo  must  become  an  important  link 
between  the  world  of  man  and  the 
receding  domain  of  nature. 

With  the  thought  in  mind  to 
make  our  Zoo  as  up-to-date  as  possible 
and  to  exhibit  the  animals  in  as  na- 
tural a  state  as  we  can,  the  axis 
deer  field  is  now  almost  completely 
redone.  This  field  had  been  completely 
fenced  and  has  now  been  changed  by  removing  all  the  fencing 
and  moating  the  entire  area.   This  will  not  only  give  the 
public  a  much  greater  scenic  viex-a  of  the  animals  but  will 
also  add  a  more  natural  look  to  the  exhibit.   This  area 
consists  of  one  and  one-half  acres  and  will  be  planted 
by  the  Zoo  gardeners  with  a  special  mixture  of  range 
grasses.   The  barn  in  the  area  will  be  repainted  to  look 
more  natural  and  boulders  and  a  small  pool  will  be  added 
to  the  paddock  and  should  be  a  great  improvement.  The 
Zoo  owes  a  great  deal  to  the  crew  of  gardeners  for  the 
fine  work  being  done  and  for  giving  us  the  reputation 
as  one   of  the  nation's  most  beautiful  Zoos.

The  Zoological  Society  has  been  the  most  important 
force  pushing  the  Zoo  forward  these  past  years  by  ac- 
quiring many  new  animals  and  birds  and  helping  the  city 
with  financial  contributions.   The  new  area  mentioned 
earlier  has  been  fenced  with  money  contributed  by  the 
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Zoological  Gardens  Division  (Continued) 

Society  and  also  the  moated  area  mentioned  earlier 
has  been  paid  for  partially  by  the  Society.   New 
animals  received  by  the  Zoo  from  the  Zoological  Society 
include  the  following:   Malayan  Tapirs „  a  Snow  Leopard, 
two  Chimpanzees,  two  Colobus  Monkeys,  two  Crowned  Pigeons, 
Saiga  Antelope.  Greater  Kudus,  Greater  Hornbills ,  two 
Spoonbills,  two  Boat-billed  Herons  and  a  Musk  Ox  and 
also  a  pair  of  Red  Kangaroos.  To  further  help  the  Zoo, 
the  Society  has  a  labeling  project  that  is  a  great  help 
to  the  public  by  making  identification  of  animals  easier. 

As  in  the  past  years,  the  Zoo  often  receives  com- 
pliments on  the  fine  condition  of  the  animals  and  over-all 
cleanliness  of  the  Zoo  itself.   Pull  credit  for  this  fine 
reputation  must  be  given  to  our  keepers,  many  of  who®  are 
willing  to  give  extra  time  and  effort  to  the  job.   Many 
of  the  men  donate  their  time  to  the  annual  Zoo  tour 
which  is  held  at  night  and  put  on  special  shows  and 
feedings  for  this  event. 

Future  problems  being  worked  on  now  include  the 
incorporation  of  more  parking  area  around  the  Zoo,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  a  remedy  will  be  found.

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  1966-67. 

The  accomplishments  during  this  period  have  been  many.  To 
cite  a  few,  the  following  are  listed: 

1.  Completion  of  the  expansion  of  the  Marina  Small 
Craft  Harbor. 

2.  95%  completion  of  the  rehabilitation  of  the  ex- 
terior of  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts. 

3.  A  plan  for  the  expansion  of  Candlestick  Park  for 
dual  use  -  football  and  baseball  -  was  approved 

in  principle,  and  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors for  approval . 

4.  Acquisition  of  the  Brooks  property  at  373  Ramsell 
Street  for  use  as  a  scenic,  hillside  park. 

5.  Lease  of  property  at  152  Shotwell  Street  for  a 
needed  play  lot  in  this  area,  with  installation 
of  equipment,  landscaping,  etc.,  being  done  by 
our  own  work  forces. 


It  is  also  gratifying  to  report  that  a  Federal  Grant,  in  the 
amount  of  $35,887.00,  under  the  Open  Space  Land  Program,  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  was  received  to  aid  in  the 
acquisition  of  the  Brooks  property.

Under  the  1964  Cameron-Unruh  Recreation,  Beaches  and  Parks 
Act,  $1,125,750.00  was  allotted  to  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  for  development  of  the  following  projects: 

(a)  John  McLaren  Park 

(b)  Lake  Merced  Recreation  Park 

(c)  Tri-Park  Bicycling  and  Riding  Trailways. 

To  date  $100,000.00  has  been  received  for  plans  and  specifi- 
cations, which  are  presently  being  prepared. 

Applications  for  a  similar  amount  ($1,125,750.00)  from  the 
Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  have  been  submitted  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior. 

Final  settlement  of  the  LeRoy  Vane  Estate  was  made.  The  be- 
quest to  the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  amounted  to  approxi- 
mately $450,000.00,  which,  according  to  the  terms  of  Mr.  Vane's 
last  will  and  testament  is  "...to  be  used  in  the  discretion  and 
decision  of  said  Commissioners  for  the  erection,  rehabilitation, 
construction  and  establishment  of  an  appropriate  building  or 
buildings,  preferably  in  the  area  of  the  Conservatory  in  Golden 
Gate  Park,  said  building  or  buildings  to  have  modern  heating  and 
sanitation  facilities,  and  to  be  appropriate  for  the  use  of  Senior 
Citizens  of  both  sexes  for  social  recreation." 

No  use  has  been  determined  as  yet  for  the  Palace  of  Fine 
Arts,  but  this  important  matter  is  being  explored,  as  well  as  the 
possibility  of  obtaining  Federal  funds  for  this  purpose. 

The  closing  of  a  portion  of  Golden  Gate  Parklto  automobile 
traffic  on  Sundays  has  been  favorably  received,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  other  sections  will  be  closed  in  the  future.  In  addition, 
the  possibility  of  closing  the  Park  on  Saturdays  is  being  studied. 

A  plan  for  a  proposed  first-class  restaurant  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Music  Concourse  of  Golden  Gate  Park  was  submitted  to  the 
Commission,  approved  in  principle,  and  referred  to  a  Committee  for 
further  study.  It  is  believed  that  such  a  facility  would  be  a 
worthwhile  addition  to  our  Park,  which  draws  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  visitors  each  year.

The  Department  continues  to  promote  and  foster  a  program 
providing  organized  public  recreation  of  the  highest  standards. 
Various  activities,  adopted  to  the  needs  of  the  present  day, 
are  offered  throughout  the  City  for  youngsters  and  adults  alike. 
During  the  summer,  the  teen-age  dances  at  various  recreation 
centers,  and  the  weekly  Jazz  Rock  Concerts  in  the  Music  Concourse, 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  San  Francisco  Examiner,  The  San 
Francisco  Youth  Association  and  this  Department  were  yery   success- 
ful, and  helped  to  relieve  anticipated  tensions. 

Golden  Gate  Park,  McLaren  Park  and  the  smaller  parks  and 
squares  throughout  the  City  are  well  maintained  on  a  very  limited 
budget. 

The  most  outstanding  event  at  Strybing  Arboretum  was  the 
completion  of  the  second  and  final  Phase  of  the  Master  Plan. 
Forty  of  the  sixty  acres  which  were  set  aside  under  the  Strybing 
Bequest  are  now  equipped  with  asphalt  roads,  and  the  general  con- 
tours of  the  Arboretum  have  been  established.  The  area  made 
accessible  by  the  new  roadways  is  now  being  planted,  and  the  sec- 
tions which  have  been  disturbed  by  construction  are  being  re- 
planted. 

Our  Zoo,  of  which  we  are  justly  proud,  continues  to  be  of 
great  interest  to  San  Franciscans  and  visitors.  Many  improvements 
have  been  made  during  the  year,  including  the  development  of  an 
African  Scene. 

The  members  of  this  Commission  are  aware  that  the  successful 
operation  of  the  Department  is  due  primarily  to  the  efficiency  of 
its  staff.  The  General  Manager,  Mr.  James  P.  Lang,  and  his  assis- 
tants are  to  be  commended  for  their  ability  and  dedicated  service. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  reports  of  the  various  operating  divi- 
sions will  be  both  interesting  and  informative.

RECREATION    DIVISIO

In  the  past  year,  "Civil  Rights,"  "War  on  Poverty," 
"Vietnam,"  "Long  Hot  Summer,"  "Hippie,"  and  "Generation  Gap" 
have  become  expressions  of  concern  and  common  usage  across 
the  nation.   In  the  White  House  and  the  Halls  of  Congress, 
unrest  in  the  great  cities  of  our  land  is  a  problem  of  gravest 
attention. 

At  the  time  of  this  report  things  look  better  for  San 
Francisco  than  for  most  other  large  cities.  A  community  con- 
science and  a  well  founded  repurtation  as  a  tolerant  city  are 
on  our  side.   To  avoid  being  caught  in  the  eddies  of  unrest 
that  have  swept  other  cities,  every  resource  of  the  public 
recreation  services  has  been  used  to  the  fullest.  Local  and 
federal  funds  have  been  sought  and  obtained  to  provide  jobs 
for  youth  in  our  parks  and  recreation  centers,  to  provide 
busses  for  free  transportation  to  free  public  swimming  pools, 
day  camps,  and  excursions;   free  amusement  rides  were  arranged 
at  the  San  Francisco  Zoo  and  Golden  Gate  Park  playgrounds; 
youth  groups  are  admitted  free  to  baseball  games  at  Candlestick 
Park;   free  jazz-rock  concerts  for  youngsters  are  held  at  the 
Band  Concourse  and  a  series  of  summer  teen-age  dances  have  been 
most  successful  in  every  neighborhood.   In  the  crowded  indus- 
tial  section,  vestpocket  playgrounds  and  play  courts  were  in- 
stalled and  operated  in  alley  ways  and  vacant  lots,  providing 
safety  and  open  space  away  from  heavy  traffic.  A  city-wide 
sports  competition  was  arranged  for  San  Francisco  to  send  36 
youngsters  to  the  United  States  Youth  Games  in  New  York  City 
along  with  teams  from  12  other  major  cities. 

With  concern  for  our  youth  and  the  gap  that  exists  be- 
tween youngsters  and  the  older  generation,  the  recreation 
division  has  endeavored  to  treat  with  understanding  and  good 
judgment  the  great  summer  influx  of  young  people  to  the  Haight- 
Ashbury  District  of  our  city.  Without  relinquishing  the  basic 
purpose  or  propriety  of  parks,  events  such  as  be-ins,  chalk- 
ins,  and  other  large  happenings  were  staged.  The  cultural  arts 
program  was  greatly  expanded  in  both  the  adults'  and  children's 
levels  with  the  art,  music,  and  dramatic  classes,  shows, and 
exhibits  featured  at  the  parks,  squares,  and  recreation  centers. 


A  new  ordinance  governing  public  dancehalls  was  enacted  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  young  people  and  give  assurance  and  sup- 
port to  parents. 

In  longer  range  planning,  State  funds  of  over  one  million 
dollars  were  received  for  the  development  of  regional  park 
services  at  McLaren  Park,  Lake  Merced,  and  for  bike  and  riding 
trail,  s  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  The  six  public  golf  courses  now 
have  a  new  system  of  registration  and  new  golf  course  patrol 
that  improves  services  and  play  on  the  courses. 

Senior  Citizens'  activities  have  been  bolstered  by  the 
generous  bequest  of  the  late  LeRoy  Vane  in  the  amount  of 
$465,000.  The  special  services  for  recreation  for  the  handi- 
capped has  enriched  the  lives  of  our  less  fortunate  citizens 
in  all  parts  of  the  city. 

The  special  facilities  and  events  division  has  aided 
social  groups,  fraternal  groups,  and  United  Crusade  agencies 
in  camping,  picnicking,  and  special  events. 

The  following  pages  provide  a  more  detailed  inventory  of 
the  opportunities  for  the  recreational  use  of  all  San  Fran- 
ciscans' leisure  time.

Public  response  to  the  expanded  Aquatics  program  this  year 
has  been  excellent.  Various  activities  both  for  participants 
and  spectators  turned  out  3,881,225  persons  at  seven  indoor 
pools,  two  outdoor  pools,  two  beach  areas  and  one  lake  front 
operated  by  this  Department. 

Highlights  of  the  year  included  a  "Learn  To  Swim"  campaign 
conducted  in  cooperation  with  the  American  Red  Cross  during  the 
summer  months.  The  program  provided  intensive  swimming  instruc- 
tion for  30,000  children  from  8  through  18  years  of  age.   In 
addition,  400  youngsters  gained  worthwhile  experience  by  acting 
as  instructor  and  administrative  aides. 

Each  year  sees  an  increase  in  the  number  of  groups  using 
the  Department's  Aquatics  facilities  to  enrich  their  own  pro- 
grams. A  number  of  Boy  Scout  Troops,  Camp  Fire  Girls,  the  Cameron 
House,  and  Cannon  Kip  were  welcomed  during  the  year. 

The  San  Francisco  Merionettes  represented  the  City  in  Syn- 
chronized swimming  events  throughout  the  United  States  and  won 
numerous  individual  and  team  championships.   Sponsoring  eight 
intra-departmental  swimming  teams  in  competition,  Aquatics  en- 
abled the  most  outstanding  swimmers  to  compete  in  meets  through- 
out California  while  representing  the  San  Francisco  Recreation 
and  Park  Department. 

Thirteen  swimming  meets  and  two  synchronized  shows  were 
presented  to  the  public.  Many  of  the  meets  had  an  attendance  of 
over  150  spectators. 

Public  instruction  in  various  phases  of  swimming  was  con- 
ducted at  the  seven  indoor  pools.  Classes  were  offered  for  adults, 
children,  and  preschoolers  with  over  15,000  indiyiduals  actively 
participating.  More  than  2,000  handicapped  persons  utilized  the 
aquatic  facilities. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Lake  Merced  Sail- 
ing Club  Aquatics  sponsored  classes  in  rowing  and  sailing,  more 
than  300  youngsters  participated  in  the  program  which  was  given 
over  a  six-month  period  at  Lake  Merced.  Also,  Lake  Merced  has 
an  excellent  fishing  program  which  provides  adults  and  children 
an  opportunity  to  catch  rainbow  trout  from  May  through  December. 
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Intra-department  swimming  meets  are 
held  at  all  indoor  pools  throughout 
the  year.

Under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Area  Supervisors,  who 
are  responsible  for  programming  and  recreation  personnel,  there 
are  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  recreation  units  which 
conducted  special  activities,  such  as  fashion  shows,  carnivals, 
luncheons,  banquets,  athletic  award  nights,  parents  nights,  and 
teen  dances. 

Mothers  and  fathers  gave  their  time  and  efforts  generously 
to  raise  funds  for  special  playground  purposes  such  as  uniforms 
for  athletic  teams,  special  equipment,  seasonal  playground 
parties  and  to  help  subsidize  the  Summer  Outing  Programs. 

The  Summer  Program  was  highly  successful  with  capacity  atten- 
dance on  all  trips  which  were  enjoyed  thoroughly  by  both  children 
and  parents . 

Throughout  the  year  a  concentrated  effort  was  made  to  develop 
social  activities  for  the  teen-agers.  The  summer  series  of  Teen- 
age Dances  was  conducted  in  each  district  of  the  city..  The  aid 
given  by  Local  No. 6  of  the  American  Federation  of  Musicians,  A. F. L.- 
C.I.0.  was  of  inestimable  help  in  making  the  Teen-age  Dances  a 
success.  At  the  request  of  the  young  people  this  activity  was 
continued  in  the  fall  and  spring  at  various  units. 

The  area  Supervisors  represented  the  Department  at  meetings 
of  many  groups,  including  the  Parent-Teachers  Association,  Im- 
provement Clubs,  Police  Community  Relations  Units,  Human  Rights 
Meetings,  Anti-Poverty  Committees  and  many  other  public  and 
private  organizations.  This  representation  was  on  both  city-wide 
and  neighborhood  levels. 

The  outside  organization  and  community  groups  making  use  of 
our  facilities  for  meetings  were  accommodated  whenever  possible. 
The  Girl  Scouts,  Brownies,  Boy  Scouts,  Cub  Scouts,  Camp  Fire 
Girls  and  other  youth  groups  constantly  used  our  meeting  rooms, 
athletic  fields  and  courts.  Many  adult  organizations  took  advan- 
tage of  our  buildings  for  meetings  and  in  all  cases,  were  most 
appreciative  of  the  cooperation  shown  them  by  the  Department  Staff. 
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ARTS   AND   CRAFTS 
Ron  Juvland,  Supervising  Director 


The  program  in  Arts  and  Crafts,  has  grown  in  scope  and  qua- 
lity this  year.   This  growth  is  due  to  the  fine  work  being  done 
by  the  Staff  at  the  various  recreation  centers  and  playgrounds 
throughout  the  City. 

Many  donations  of  material  have  been  received  from  local 
firms  and  these  items  (.paper,  cardboard,  wood,  metal,  tile  and 
various  other  materials)  have  been  invaluable  to  our  activities. 

Arts  and  Crafts  exhibits  were  held  at  St.  Mary's,  Potrero 
Hill  and  Cow  Hollow  Recreation  Centers.  The  exhibits  were  well 
accepted  and  provided  an  excellent  means  of  publicizing  neigh- 
borhood Arts  and  Crafts  activities. 

The  Fall  Art  Festival,  Adult  Art  Show,  Summer  Art  Show,  all 
at  the  Sharon  Building  and  the  Photo  Day  Childrens'  Art  Exhibit 
at  Stern  Grove  were  well  accepted  and  attended.   The  shows  fea- 
tured work  from  playgrounds  and  recreation  centers  throughout 
the  city  and  were  greatly  enjoyed  by  some  6,000  visitors. 

The  above  shows  and  the  publicity  material  released  through 
the  public  information  office  have  been  instrumental  in  the  in- 
creased interest  in  the  Arts  and  Crafts  program. 

The  Arts  and  Crafts  program  has  been  expanded  with  adult  oil 
painting,  boys  wood  crafts,  senior  citizens  lapidary,  model  car 
building,  marionettes  and  various  other  activities. 

The  total  attendance  for  all  Arts  and  Crafts  activities  this 
past  year  was  143,700.  At  the  present  time  and  on  a  weekly  basis 
an  average  of  over  2800  children,  adults  and  Senior  Citizens  are 
participating  in  Arts  and  Crafts  activities  provided  by  the  San 
Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department.

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ATHLETICS,       WOMEN       AND       GIRLS

Working  in  close  cooperation  with  the  Recreation  Directors, 
and  special  interest  groups,  Women  and  Girls  Athletics  had  a 
diversified  program  of  activities,  Unit  participation  was  high 
with  the  emphasis  on  leisure  time  recreation  and  active  partici- 
pation in  games  and  sports.  Following  is  a  brief  look  at  the 
year's  activities: 

Tennis  courts  are  getting  much  heavier  play  this  year. 
This,  in  part,  is  due  to  the  good  condition  of  the  courts,  which 
has  been  brought  about  through  budget  allotments  for  re-surfacing. 

During  the  past  year,  23  courts  were  re-surfaced,  some  of 
which  had  not  been  touched  in  14  years. 

The  proposed  master  plan  calls  for  re-surfacing  courts  every 
5-7  years.  This  gives  the  tennis  playing  public  an  opportunity 
to  police  the  neighborhood  courts  and  assist  in  discouraging  van- 
dalism and  improper  use  of  tennis  courts  and  nets. 

Youth  Tennis  Foundation  Clinics:  Over  1700  children  parti- 
cipated in  tennis  clinics  which  were  conducted  on  21  playgrounds 
each  day  for  two-week  periods  throughout  the  summer  months. 
Additional  instruction  at  Golden  Gate  Courts  was  offered  to 
approximately  300  children  who  excelled  in  their  respective  play- 
ground classes. 

During  the  Junior  Tennis  Exhibition  the  children  demonstrated 
the  skills  they  had  mastered. 

Fall  clinics  were  held  in  September  and  October  on  six  play- 
grounds with  participation  of  235  children.  Spring  classes  were 
conducted  in  March,  April  and  May  at  seven  playgrounds  with  a 
participation  of  265  children.  The  49th  Annual  Boys  and  Girls 
Tennis  Tournament  had  classes  set  according  to  age.  Total  parti- 
cipation was  246  children  representing  28  playgrounds. 

The  21  tennis  courts  in  Golden  Gate  Park  rarely  had  vacancies. 
Some  of  the  groups  that  keep  them  busy  during  the  year  were: 
Junior  Wightman  Cup  Club,  San  Francisco  high  schools,  universities 
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and  colleges,  Standard  Oil,  Southern  Pacific,  Wells  Fargo, 
Bechtel  Corp.,  Golden  Gate  Tennis  Club  sponsored  tournaments, 
grandmothers  tournament,  Northern  California  Tennis  Association, 
Musicians  Union,  Bay  Area  Tennis  League,  and  the  Youth  Tennis 
Foundation,  These  courts  are  supervised  60  hours  a  week  during 
the  six  months  of  daylight  savings  in  order  to  maintain  the 
maximum  use  by  the  greatest  number  of  players.    •• 

Situated  between  the  Golden  Gate  Tennis  Courts  and  the 
Children's  Playground  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  three  Lawn  Bowling 
greens  are  constantly  in  use  by  men  and  women  bowlers.  The  San 
Francisco  Lawn  Bowlers  and  the  Golden  Gate  Women  Lawn  Bowlers 
have  over  160  active  members.  The  clubs  are  open  to  the  public, 
with  the  sole  qualification  being  to  have  an  interest  in  and  a 
desire  to  participate  in  lawn  bowling.   Instruction  is  given 
constantly  to  interested  participants,  and  equipment  for  begin- 
ners is  made  available. 

During  the  past  year,  17  tournaments  were  held  on  the  San 
Francisco  greens  with  eight  visiting  clubs  from  the  greater  Bay 
Area.  Many  lawn  bowlers  from  foreign  countries  were  guests 
during  the  year.  Activity  starts  on  the  greens  by  11  a.m.  on 
weekdays,  and  as  early  as  9  a.m.  on  weekends,  and  continues  all 
day.  Clubhouse  facilities  and  lockers  adjacent  to  the  greens 
are  available  to  members  and  their  guests. 

Girls  Softball:  Highlight  of  the  summer  season  was  soft- 
ball  leagues  played  on  various  playgrounds  on  Monday  and  Tues- 
day afternoons  in  two  divisions:  Juniors  -  14  and  under,  and 
Seniors  -  15  and  over.  Total  participation  was  296  girls  re- 
presenting 27  playgrounds. 

Indoor  Relays  Playday:  Boys  and  girls  in  teams  compete  in 
a  series  of  ten  relays.  Children  of  8  through  11  years  of  age 
are  eligible  to  compete.  First  and  second  place  ribbons  are 
given  to  the  winning  boys'  and  girls'  teams  in  each  of  six  divi- 
sions. This  activity  was  conducted  during  January  in  six 
gymnasiums.  Total  participation  801,  with  47  girls  teams  and 
43  boys  teams. 

Girls  Basketball  Pentathlon:  Girls  compete  in  events  in- 
volving five  fundamental  basketball  skills.  Entries  are  deter- 
mined by  age:  Midget  -  11  years  of  age  or  younger;  Juniors  - 
12  -  13  years;   Intermediates  -  14  -  15  years;  Seniors  -  16  - 
18  years.  Total  participation,  478.   In  City  finals,  70  young- 
sters represented  45  playgrounds  and  recreation  centers. 
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Girls  Kickball  Playday  is  for  girls  12  years  of  age  and 
under  -  a  lead  up  game  to  softball.  Total  participation  289; 
33  teams  were  entered. 

The  14th  Annual  Girls'  Track  and  Field  Meet  was  held  in 
May.   The  divisions  are  Small  Fry  -  9  years  and  under;  Midgets  - 
10  and  11  years;  Juniors  -  12  and  13  years;   Intermediates  - 
14  and  15  years;   and  Seniors  -  16  and  17  years.   There  were 
division  play-offs  held  at  three  playgrounds  the  week  prior  to 
the  City-wide  track  meet.  The  first  four  places  in  each  event 
for  all  divisions  qualified  to  participate  in  the  City-wide 
meet.   Each  girl  was  permitted  to  participate  in  three  events 
only  including  the  relay.   Division  Play-offs  had  434  partici- 
pants.  In  City-wide  track  Finals,  367  participants  represented 
29  playgrounds.   Midget  Girls  Netball  Playday: 

Netball  is  a  "lead-up"  game  to  volleyball  and  is  very 
popular  with  the  girls  8  through  11  years  of  age.   There  are  six 
players  on  each  team.   The  play  consists  of  passing  the  ball 
between  players  rather  than  volleying  it.  Total  participation 
was  364,  34  teams  were  entered. 

In  the  Jacks  Tournament,  play  is  set  up  in  six  activities 
districts  throughout  the  City,  with  the  finals  held  at  the 
Sharon  Building  in  Golden  Gate  Park.   Classes  are  divided  into 
Midget,  through  8  years  of  age;  Junior,  through  11  years  of 
age,  and  Senior  12  through  14  years  of  age.  A  play-off  is  held 
at  all  playgrounds  and  two  children  from  each  class  are  eligible 
to  play  in  the  district  finals.   For  the  City  finals,  1st,  2nd 
and  3rd  place  district  winners  in  each  class  play  to  determine 
the  City  Champions.   The  tournament  had  596  participants,  the 
district  finals  415;  and  the  City  Finals  54. 

Checkers  Trounament,  six  divisions  for  boys  and  girls  are 
set  up,  based  on  age,  starting  at  four  years  through  19  years. 
Two  girls  and  two  boys  were  entered  in  each  division  from  one 
playground  for  the  district  finals.   First,  second  add  third 
place  winners  in  the  district  finals  compete  for  the  City 
Championship  at  the  Sharon  Building  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  The 
tournament  included  465  participants  from  44  playgrounds. 

The  Chess  Tournament  is  set  up  in  division  identical  to 
those  for  the  Checkers  Tournament;  however,  the  teen-agers  and 
particularly  the  boys  show  a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  for  this 
activity.  There  were  453  participants  from  48  playgrounds. 
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The  Mixed  Vollyeball  playday  is  a  co-recreational  activity 
with  teams  consisting  of  three  boys  and  three  girls.  The  en- 
tire playday  is  conducted  at  one  central  playground  which  has 
eight  volleyball  courts  set  up  for  this  occasion.  The  inter- 
mediate division,  boys  and  girls  15  years  of  age  and  under, 
plays  its  games  in  the  morning.  The  senior  division,  boys  and 
girls  of  29  teams  played  with  275  participants. 

In  the  Intermediate  and  Senior  Girls'  Volleyball  League 
the  Intermediate  are  girls  12  through  15  years  of  age;   the 
Seniors  are  16  through  18  years  of  age.  A  round-robin  schedule 
is  set  up  in  leagues  for  each  division.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  leagues,  the  first  place  winner  of  each  league  plays-off  for 
the  City  Championship.  A  total  of  36  teams  played  with  375  parti- 
cipants. 

Dodgeball  playday  is  played  in  two  divisions:  Junior  girls 
under  10  years  of  age  and  senior  girls  under  13  years  of  age. 
This  activity  has  proved  to  be  very  popular.   It  is  a  circle 
game  played  by  teams  and  against  time.  The  tournament  had  39 
teams  with  342  participants. 

The  Women's  Fall  Volleyball  League  is  for  women  18  years 
and  over.  Seven  teams  were  entered,  with  72  participants.  This 
shows  promise  as  a  growing  activity  in  sports  for  women. 

INDUSTRIAL  DIVISION 

The  Industrial  Division,  a  unique  and  self-supporting  adult 
program  comprising  59  member  firms  within  the  City,  had  an  excep- 
tionally active  year.  Activities  directed  and  sponsored  by 
Athletics  included  such  tournaments  as  tennis,  volleyball,  bowl- 
ing, table  tennis,  golf,  Softball  and  basketball..  Individual 
activities  of  tennis  clinics,  swimming,  guitar  clinics  and  two 
week-end  excursions  helped  complete  a  well-rounded  recreational 
program  for  the  working  adult  of  San  Francisco.  Award  dinners 
were  held  at  the  conclusion  of  the  tournaments,  with  over  three- 
fourths  of  the  participants  attending. 
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ATHLETICS,       MEN       AND       BOYS 
Charles  Faulkner,  Supervisor 


Men  and  Boy  Athletics  of  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and 
Park  Department  for  the  year  1966-67  had  many  and  varied  activi- 
ties. 

Boys  Athletics  offers  many  activities.  The  most  popular 
are  baseball,  softball,  basketball,  touch  football,  track  and 
field  and  seven-man  soccer.  There  are  also  leagues  and  tourna- 
ments conducted  for  table  tennis,  volleyball,  kickball,  dodge- 
ball,  a  basketball  pentathlon  and  a  football  feature  contest. 

The  playground  summer  baseball  league  serviced  boys  from 
all  areas  of  San  Francisco,  There  were  111  teams  in  the  midget 
division,  35  junior  teams,  30  intermediate  teams  and  17  teams 
in  the  senior  division.   These  leagues  took  care  of  over  2500 
boys. 

Athletics  sponsors  and  conducts  baseball  leagues  on  week- 
ends for  men  and  boys.  There  were  25  teams  playing  in  the  Sun- 
day league.   The  high  schools,  junior  college,  junior  high 
schools,  C.Y.O.,  PAL  and  many  other  leagues  use  the  baseball 
facilities  for  their  games  and  practice  sessions. 


Baseball  leagues  for  all  age  groups 
are  scheduled  on  diamonds  through- 
out San  Francisco. 
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The  Babe  Ruth  baseball  league  for  15  year  old  boys  was  con- 
ducted for  the  second  year.  An  all-star  team  played  in  the 
tournament  at  Stanford  and  was  eliminated  the  second  day. 

The  Joe  DiMaggio  baseball  league  is  directed  and  scheduled 
by  Athletics.  There  are  75  teams  playing  in  this  league. 
Athletics  schedules  and  coordinates  the  softball  league  groups 
such  as  the  Acacia,  advertising  firms,  A.Z.A.,  Insurance  Leagues, 
Council  of  Churches,  Cub  Scouts,  Order  of  DeMolay,  Latter  Day 
Saints,  Lutheran  Church  and  U.  C.  Medical  Center. 

A  rifle  and  pistol  range  is  located  at  Sharp  Park  and  is 
open  to  the  public  on  weekends.   The  military,  various  police 
departments,  and  the  California  State  Police,  use  it  at  various 
times  during  the  week. 

There  are  Archery  Ranges  at  Sharp  Park  and  a  practice  range 
in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

GOLF  OPERATIONS 

The  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  golf  faci- 
lities offer  three  18-hole  and  three  9-hole  courses.  Harding 
Park  is  one  of  the  most  popular  and  famous  of  the  municipal 
courses  in  the  United  States  and  some  120,000  rounds  are  played 
annually  on  this  course,  open  the  year  around. 

Sharp  Park  is  second  choice  for  championship  play  as  it  is 
used  for  the  San  Francisco  Amateur  Championship  qualifying  and 
flight  play.   Sharp  Park  is  also  the  favorite  course  for  the 
industrial,  service  and  charitable  tournaments. 

Picturesque  Lincoln  Park,  one  of  the  oldest  municipal  courses 
in  the  United  States,  plays  host  each  year  to  the  San  Francisco 
Junior  Championship.  This  year  there  was  a  record  entry  of  over 
500  boys  and  girls.   The  San  Francisco  High  School  A. A. A.  champ- 
pionship  is  held  here  each  year.  The  high  school  coaches  hold 
classes  on  golf  lessons  and  golf  etiquette  at  Lincoln  Park  during 
their  golfing  season.   Lincoln  Park  is  also  used  for  the  San 
Francisco  Amateur  Championship  flight  players. 

Golden  Gate  Park  Pitch  and  Putt  Course,  a  nine-hole  par 
three  course,  popular  with  the  beginner  and  the  senior  golfers, 
is  also  the  home  of  the  ever  increasing  Father  and  Son  Tourna- 
ment. This  year  approximately  300  teams  were  entered  in  this 
event. 
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The  Jack  Fleming  nine-hole  course  -  the  par  32  course  within 
Harding  Park  -  has  proven  a  boon  to  beginner,  senior  and  women 
golfers.  Since  the  average  golfer  can  play  this  course  in  less 
than  two  hours,  the  game  of  golf  can  be  shown  to  be  not  a  "slow" 
game,  particularly  on  a  sporting  course  as  the  Fleming  Nine. 

McLaren  Park  Golf  Course  -  a  full,  championship  par  36 
nine-hole  course,  carved  out  of  the  southern  slopes  of  McLaren 
Park  with  a  beautiful  view  of  the  bay,  is  used  for  the  younger 
flights  of  the  San  Francisco  Junior  Championship. 

At  daybreak  on  weekend  and  holiday  mornings,  Harding  Park 
and  Sharp  Park  back  nines  are  utilized  as  nine-hole  courses  which 
can  accommodate  about  70  golfers  each  on  these  mornings.  This 
action  of  back  nine  play  was  created  by  the  golf  reservation 
system.   Harding  Park,  Sharp  Park,  Lincoln  Park  and  McLaren  Park 
are  reserved  solid  from  daylight  until  1  p.m.  through  a  central 
telephone  number.   Clerks  man  this  switchboard  at  7  a/m.  Tuesday 
mornings  for  reservations  the  following  Saturday  and  Wednesday 
morning  for  Sunday  reservations. 

Two  patrol  carts  -  one  for  Harding  Park  and  the  other  for 
Sharp  Park  -  are  operated  by  the  starters  at  these  courses  during 
their  shift  overlap.  Although  they  have  acted  as  a  partial  deter- 
rent against  offenders,  more  aid  is  needed  to  man  these  patrol 
carts  for  effective  results. 

Other  golfing  facilities  offered  by  this  department  are  the 
Funston,  Ulloa  and  Sigmund  Stern  putting  greens.   There  are  six 
driving  nets  at  Funston,  and  Harding  Park  offers  a  complete  driv- 
ing range. 

The  Lucky  International  P.G.A.  Golf  Tournament  has  been 
held  at  Harding  Park  the  previous  six  years,  but  was  not  held 
this  past  year. 

The  San  Francisco  City  Amateur  Championship,  the  world's 
largest  tournament  with  over  2000  entrants,  is  held  each  year  at 
Harding,  Sharp  and  Lincoln  Park  courses. 

The  San  Francisco  Junior  Championship  is  held  each  year  at 
Lincoln  and  McLaren  Parks.  This  year,  with  a  record  of  over  500 
boys  and  girls,  the  championship  flight  was  played  at  Harding 
Park. 

The  ever  popular  Father  and  Son  Tournament,  with  some  300 
team  entrants,  is  held  each  year  at  the  Pitch  and  Putt  Course 
in  Golden  Gate  Park. 
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DRAMA       AND       DANCE 
Lydia  P.   Voight,  Supervisor 


Located  at  the  Recreational  Arts  Building,  where  a  wide 
scope  of  Drama  and  Dance  activities  conducted  on  a  City-wide 
basis  are  planned,  organized  and  activated,  Drama/Dance  main- 
tains files,  a  play  library,  properties  and  the  costume  section 
for  the  use  of  all  recreation  directors. 

Activities  regularly  conducted  on  a  weekly  basis  at  Recrea- 
tional Arts  Building  include  folk,  square  and  round  dance  groups 
(men  and  women) ,  social  dance  workshops  (men  and  women) ,  special 
dance  classes  (women  only),  modern  dance  class  for  young  women, 
special  dance  class  (children) ,  special  dance  classes  (highschool 
and  college  age),  teen  and  adult  drama  workshops,  junior  drama 
group,  puppetry  and  story  league  classes. 

Activities  regularly  conducted  on  a  weekly  basis  on  city 
playgrounds  and  recreation  centers  include  storytelling,  story 
play,  play  production,  singing  games,  small  folks  rhythmics,  folk 
dancing  (boys  and  girls),  folk  square  and  rounds  (adult),  social 
dance  workshops  (teen-age),  and  ethnic  dance  groups. 

Teen-age  activities  received  enthusiastic  response. 

Ethnic  dance  groups  were  again  a  highlight  of  the  dance  pro- 
gram.  New  ethnic  groups  for  Afro-Cuban  dancing  were  organized 
and  conducted  at  Hamilton,  Milton  Meyer,  Joseph  Lee  and  Ocean 
View  Center.   Performing  groups  from  these  classes  participated 
in  the  "Carnival"  at  Stern  Grove  and  were  enthusiastically  re- 
ceived. 

Senior  Citizens  Folk  and  Square  Dance  Classes  represented 
by  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Senior  Center  Dance  Group  presented  a 
fine  program  for  the  annual  Hobby  Show  at  the  Emporium. 

Drama  groups  meriting  special  recognition  were  conducted  at 
Cayuga,  Alice  Chalmers,  Douglass,  Eureka  Valley,  Excelsior,  Fun- 
ston,  Milton  Meyer,  Midtown  Terrace,  Mission,  J.  P.  Murphy,  Ocean 
View,  Portola,  Potrero  Hill,  Recreational  Arts  Building,  Rocham- 
beau,  St.  Mary's  Sunset  and  Upper  Noe  Centers. 

During  In-Service  Training  for  the  professional  recreation 
staff,  Drama/Dance  conducted  a  regularly  scheduled  training  course 
in  dance  for  female  recreation  directors,  during  May. 
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Story  Leagues  -  The  Golden  Gate  and  Storyland  Story  Leagues 
organized  by  the  department  are  volunteer  groups  giving  their 
time  and  talent  freely  as  a  community  service.  Members  met  re- 
gularly to  develop  and  improve  their  storytelling  techniques. 
Courses  were  given  in  conjunction  with  the  Volunteer  Bureau  to 
train  new  volunteers.  The  Story  Leagues  also  send  delegates  to 
the  National  Convention  each  year  and  are  especially  busy  with 
arrangements  for  the  1968  National  Convention  to  be  held  in  San 
Francisco. 

Annual  City-wide  programs  organized  and  conducted  by  Drama/ 
Dance  included  "carnival"  at  Stern  Grove  (recreation  pageant  with 
a  cast  of  1500  children  and  adults),  May  Day  Festival  in  Golden 
Gate  Park,  Columbus  Day  Pageant  at  Aquatic  Park,  Story  Play  Fes- 
tival and  Contest  at  Stern  Grove,  Folk  Dance  Program  for  Bernal 
Heights  Association  Art  Festival  and  Fair,  a  two  day  doll  show 
at  the  Sharon  Building  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  Joseph  Lee  Day  at 
"Big  Rec,"  Christmas  Parade  at  Union  Square,  and  Christmas  pro- 
ductions at  Recreational  Arts  Building. 

Special  programs  given  as  a  community  service  included  re- 
gional folk  dance  festivals  given  at  various  recreation  centers. 
Glen  Park  invited  the  public  to  a  folk  dance  party  each  month. 
This  group  has  met  weekly  since  it  was  organized  21  years  ago 
and  many  of  the  original  members  are  still  active  participants. 


The  annual  "Carnival"  in  Sigmund 
Stern  Grove  is  a  highpoint  of  the 
year  round  Drama/Dance  program 
conducted  at  all  municipal  play- 
grounds and  recreation  centers. 
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The  recreational  arts  dance  groups  combined  to  present  programs 
for  Laguna  Honda  Home,  Mission  Adult  Community  Center,  Senior 
Center,  Aquatic  Park  Senior  Center,  Oakland  Cultural  Arts 
Institute,  Fisherman's  Wharf  Celebration,  East  Bay  Women's 
Dance  Circle,  Jewish  Community  Center,  Dance  Masters  of  America, 
Recreation  Center  for  the  Handicapped,  and  Cerebral  Palsy 
Association  Auxiliaries. 

General  programs  given  throughout  the  year  were  drama  and 
dance  programs  for  Halloween,  Christmas,  Valentine,  St.  Patrick's, 
Easter,  and  other  special  occasion,  playground  doll  shows,  story 
league  programs,  radio  and  television  programs. 

Costumes  and  properties  for  all  Recreation  and  Park  Depart- 
ment programs  were  provided  as  required.  This  material  is  made 
and  maintained  at  the  Recreational  Arts  Building.   For  the  annual 
Stern  Grove  program  over  1500  costumes  were  used.  The  present 
inventory  includes  costumes,  22,569  and  properties,  1500.  Other 
demands  on  the  costumers  include  day  camp  scarves  (making,  re- 
pairing and  laundry  service  -  approximately  400  a  week  used 
during  summer  camp  season)  tablecloths  for  Stern  Grove  summer 
concert  series,  drapes  for  dedications  and  special  occasions, 
repairing  flags  and  dressing  room  tents  where  possible,  and  ground 
cloths  for  bedding  plants. 

By  attending  meetings,  serving  on  committees  and  assembling 
material,  assistance  was  given  to  other  divisions  of  the  Recrea- 
tion and  Park  Department,  public  agencies  and  civic  groups,  amateur 
as  well  as  professional  drama  and  dance  organization,  doll  club 
and  story  leagues  including  Youth  for  Service,  Police  Community 
Relations,  Palo  Alto  Community  Center  and  City  of  Hope.

This  past  year  has  set  a  pattern  for  a  satisfying  and  in- 
creasingly useful  future  for  the  programs  that  have  been 
established  for  the  handicapped  in  the  Recreation-Park  Depart- 
ment.  The  Philosophy  that  these  handicapped  (physically, 
emotionally  or  mentally  involved)  are  individuals  first,  and 
handicapped  second,  dictated  the  type  of  programs  conducted  and 
aimed  at  the  preparation  of  these  indiciduals  for  participation 
on  an  integrated  basis  with  normal  children  and  adults  in  a 
regular  recreation  setting  where  possible. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Advisory  Council  to  the 
Recreation  Services  for  the  Handicapped,  the  introductory, 
orientation  training  sessions  for  staff  personnel  (88  full- 
time  recreation  directors,  10  supervisors)  were  completed, 
thereby  expanding  recreational  services  available  to  the  handi- 
capped.  These  training  sessions  have  proven  to  be  of  great 
value  to  the  staff  in  their  understanding  of  the  handicapped 
and  their  potential  participation  on  our  regular  recreation  pro- 
grams . 

At  St.  Mary's  Park  Recreation  Center  were  conducted  as 
follows:   a  program  was  designed  primarily  for  mentally  re- 
tarded children,.  Programs  are  based  on  standards  set  by  the 
Board  of  Education  of  one  staff  member  for  12  handicapped 
children.  Capacity  participation  has  been  reached  with  897 
units  of  service  devoted  to  recreation  for  231  handicapped 
persons. 

High  points  in  the  program  have  been  ceramics,  crafts, 
cooking  and  baking  classes,  barbecues,  picnics  and  outings. 

At  North  Beach  Playground,  in  cooperation  with  the  San 
Francisco  Hearing  Society  and  the  Archdiocese  of  San  Francisco- 
Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing,  the  program  has  been  increased  to 
twice  monthly  since  October.  One  staff  member  from  the  Hear- 
ing Society  is  in  attendance  at  all  meetings.  The  program  is 
conducted  by  the  Recreation  Director  at  North  Beach  Playground 
with  volunteer  assistance  from  teen-agers  who  participate  in 
regular  playground  activities.  During  the  year,  191  handi- 
capped persons  were  served  with  452  units  of  service  devoted 
to  this  program. 
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High  points  were  the  Christmas  party,  swimming,  softball 
game  with  normal  participants,  and  bingo. 

At  Jackson  Playground,  the  Vista  Key  Friendship  Club  cele- 
brated its  first  anniversary  on  March  28,  1967.   Registration 
has  increased  to  165  members  and  meetings  have  been  held  twice 
weekly  since  February.  Many  of  the  members  have  been  able  to 
secure  job  placement  in  sheltered  workshops  and  other  agency 
employment,  We  feel  that  their  experiences  and  participation 
in  the  program  at  Jackson  has  contributed  a  great  deal  towards 
their  reaching  this  goal.   Based  on  units  of  service,  3,465 
handicapped  were  served  with  4,159  units  of  service  devoted  to 
the  program. 

High  points  included  special  classes  (cooking,  sewing, 
swimming) ,  cooking  class  bakes  cake  for  monthly  birthday  party, 
sewing  class  had  fashion  show,  baseball  games  at  Candlestick 
Park,  guided  tour  through  the  United  Airlines  facility,  Christ- 
mas Party,  special  programs  at  the  Junior  Museum,  and  the  first 
anniversary  party.   Continued  cooperation  with  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Mental  Hygiene  and  the  Caretakers  Guild  have  helped  to 
make  the  Jackson  program  a  success. 

During  the  past  year,  a  program  has  been  initiated  at  Fulton 
Playground  where  a  program  for  primarily  mentally  retarded 
children  has  been  held  weekly  since  January  7,  1967.  This  pro- 
gram is  based  on  the  premises  that  handicapped  children  can  be 
integrated  into  the  regular  recreation  program  and  have  done  so 
in  some  cases.  The  program  served  133  handicapped  with  347  units 
of  service. 

High  points  included  participation  in  the  arts  and  crafts, 
city-wide  show  and  a  picnic  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

At  Chinese  Recreation  Center  to  fill  the  need  for  a  program 
in  the  Chinatown  area  for  primarily  young  adult  mentally  retarded, 
a  weekly  program  was  started  on  February  23,  1967.  The  program 
purpose  of  integrating  these  young  adults  into  regular  recreation 
programs  is  proving  successful  with  25  handicapped  persons  and 
61  units  of  service  devoted  to  their  area. 

At  Jackson  Playground  the  Aid  Retarded  Children  Friendship 
Club  was  formed.   In  cooperation  with  the  Parents  Group  of  Aid 
Retarded  Children,  a  social  program  for  young  adults  was  started 
Friday,  March  10,  1967.  The  program  is  held  monthly  with  the 
exception  of  summer  vacation  and  has  served  218  handicapped  with 
301  total  units  of  service  committed  to  the  program.   High  point 
included  a  live  band  from  Potrero  Hill  Recreation  Center  playing 
at  the  first  dance. 
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The  Vista  Key  Friendship  Club,  an 
organization  of  adult  handicaps, 
has  a  full  program  of  recreation 
conducted  by  Handicapped  Services 
of  the  Recreation  Division 


Handicapped  children  are  integrated 
into  regular  scheduled  recreation 
activities  at  Silver  Tree  Day  Camp. 
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In  the  day  camping  program,  handicapped  children  partici- 
pated fully  with  the  normal  children  at  Silver  Tree  Day  Camp 
and  Pine  Lake  Day  Camp  on  a  special  basis.  Participants  were 
specifically  selected  due  primarily  to  vacation  opportunities 
being  made  available  by  private  agencies  who  have  offered  and 
conducted  camping  sessions  for  many  years. 

Volunteers  have  come  from  many  courses.  The  volunteer 
Bureau,  Information  and  Referral  Center  for  the  Mentally  Re- 
tarded and  the  San  Francisco  Hearing  Society  have  been  most 
cooperative  in  assisting  us  with  volunteer  help.  Another  great 
source  of  volunteer  aid  has  been  through  use  of  the  junior 
directors  and  teen-agers  who  regularly  attend  our  playgrounds. 
Volunteers  logged  668.5  hours  on  regular  assignments.   Not  in- 
cluded were  thecountless  hours  donated  by  the  Mental  Hygiene 
Caretakers  Guild,  staff  from  the  San  Francisco  Hearing  Society 
and  most,  the  complete  cooperation  in  the  time  and  effort  of 
the  recreation  staff  from  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
over  and  above  their  regular  work  schedules. 

A  successful  volunteer  appreciation  dinner  was  held  for 
the  staff  and  volunteers  of  all  the  programs. 

Public  and  private  handicapped  agencies  were  accommodated 
with  use  of  our  swimming  pools,  and  special  classes  were  conducted 
in  Arts  and  Crafts,  Music  and  the  Junior  Museum. 

Materials,  supplies  and  equipment  for  use  in  these  programs 
are  of  prime  concern,  however,  with  expanding  programs  additional 
staff  assignments  are  our  biggest  need. 

The  programs  for  the  handicapped  conducted  on  our  recreation 
centers  and  playgrounds  have  become  of  great  interest  to  other 
communities  concerned  with  providing  this  service.   In  addition, 
special  classes  from  San  Francisco  State  College,  staff  members 
from  Mendocino,  Napa  and  Sonoma  State  Hospitals,  and  professional 
leaders  attending  workshops  conducted  by  United  States  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  the  National  Association  of  Parks  and 
Recreation  have  used  San  Francisco  programs  as  an  example  of  how 
this  type  of  service  can  be  conducted  by  a  large  city  recreation 
department. 

The  individual  agencies  of  the  Advisory  Council  and  the 
Council  as  a  whole,  have  been  most  cooperative  this  past  year, 
and  we  are  grateful  for  their  continued  assistance  and  encourage- 
ment. 
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JOSEPHINE  D.  RANDALL  JUNIOR  MUSEUM

The  program  at  the  Josephine  D.  Randall  Junior  Museum  ful- 
fills a  role  of  education-recreation  through  interpretation  and 
participation.   Programs  of  science  and  cultural  arts  were  attended 
by  103,801  persons  during  the  fiscal  year.   Children  participated 
in  classes  of  conservation,  botany,  biology,  reptiles  and  amphi- 
bians, animal  study,  zoology,  soil  chemistry,  paleontology  and 
other  science  related  subjects.   Workshops  and  classes  in  the  arts 
and  crafts,  ceramics,  glass  leading,  weaving  and  woodworking  were 
also  offered  and  filled  to  capacity.  These  programs  were  aug- 
mented by  new  exhibits,  collections,  motion  pictures,  animal 
demonstrations,  physical  science  demonstrations,  and  field  trips. 
Guided  tours  were  conducted  for  school  classes  and  other  visiting 
groups . 

A  very  active  part  of  the  Museum's  program  was  the  visita- 
tion of  school  classes.   Lecture-demonstrations,  animal  tours, 
exhibit  tours  and  science-art  workshops  accounted  for  the  573 
school  classes  which  visited  and  participated  in  the  activities 
offered  at  the  Museum.  The  17,194  school  children  in  these  classes 
represented  a  25%  increase  over  class  attendance  for  the  previous 
fiscal  year.  An  additional  52  school  classes  and  agencies  visited 
the  Museum  independently,  not  participating  in  the  scheduled  pro- 
gram. 

Field  trips  have  always  been  the  best  means  of  developing  a 
better  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  natural  and  physical 
sciences.   The  Museum  conducted  six  field  trips,  this  past  year, 
two  of  which  were  overnight.  One  of  the  overnight  field  trips 
was  made  possible  through  the  combined  effort  of  the  San  Francisco 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  and  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District.  The  field  trip  was  the  culmination  of  a  series 
course  offered  by  the  Museum  to  a  school  class  from  Twin  Peaks 
School. 

Three  important  improvements  were  made  to  the  Museum  build- 
ing facilities  during  this  past  year:  new  tile  tops  were  in- 
stalled on  the  sink  areas  of  the  lapidary  room,  zoology  room  and 
animal  food  preparation  room;  four  8-foot  compound  animal  cages 
were  constructed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works;  (these  cages 
will  accommodate  4  to  12  animals,  depending  on  where  the  dividers 
are  placed);  and  a  new  sink  was  installed  in  the  culture  room. 
The  conversion  of  the  Museum's  two  boilers  from  oil  to  gas  was 
approved  this  year. 
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The  Museum  Auxiliary  have  undertaken  the  project  of  financ- 
ing the  construction  of  a  seismological  station  at  the  Junior 
Museum.   The  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  will  use  the  station  in 
conjunction  with  similar  stations  at  Stanford  University  and 
University  of  California,  Berkeley,  for  triangulating  seismic 
tremors  and  locating  the  disturbance  source. 

The  Museum  Auxiliary  and  the  Advisory  Board  continued  their 
active  interest  and  cooperation  in  developing  new  exhibits  and 
program  suggestions.   Through  their  efforts  a  number  of  exhibits, 
books,  magazines,  specimens  of  scientific  and  cultural  interest 
were  added  to  the  Museum's  collection  for  study  and  display.

During  the  past  year  the  Music  Division  has  conducted  a 
year-round  program  at  more  than  40  playgrounds  and  recreation 
centers,  and  at  the  Recreational  Arts  Building,  in  the  form  of 
singing  and  toy  symphony  groups  for  children  of  grammer  school 
age,  and  the  Tillmany,  Buckner  and  Recreation  Symphony  Orches- 
tras, Adult  Dance  Band,  and  Golden  Gate  Band.   In  addition,  music 
activities  were  provided  on  a  weekly  basis  at  Yerba  Buena  Senior 
Center,  Golden  Gate  Senior  Center,  Hamilton  Recreation  Center 
for  its  senior  citizens  group,  and  monthly  at  Jackson  Playground 
for  the  Jackson  Key  Club. 

Seven  different  children's  ukulele  classes  were  offered  at 
five  locations  during  both  Fall  and  Spring  months  with  capacity 
enrollment. 

For  the  fifth  consecutive  year,  folk  guitar  classes  were 
conducted,  with  heavy  public  response  necessitating  an  increase 
to  twenty  classes  during  both  fall  and  spring,  as  compared  with 
fourteen  classes  offered  during  the  previous  year.   Seven  classes 
were  offered  for  adult  beginners,  five  for  advanced  adults,  five 
for  beginning  teen-agers,  and  three  for  advanced  teen-agers. 

Special  summer  activities  included  weekly  folk  song  hooten- 
annies  for  campers  at  both  Silver  Tree  and  Pine  Lake  Day  Camps, 
two  free  Saturday  concerts  for  children  at  the  Recreational  Arts 
Building,  and  three  special  folk  guitar  classes,  one  for  advanced 
teen-agers,  one  beginning,  and  one  advanced  class,  primarily  in- 
tended for  public  and  parochial  school  teachers,  although  the 
last  two  were  open  to  the  general  public  as  well. 

During  the  fall,  spring  and  early  summer,  weekly  music  ses- 
sions were  again  conducted  at  Recreational  Arts  Building  for 
twenty  mentally  retarded  and  emotionally  disturbed  children  from 
the  Recreation  Center  for  the  Handicapped,  with  a  number  of 
children  showing  a  marked  improvement  in  several  areas.   In  late 
June,  a  lecture  demonstration  was  solicited  and  given  at  San 
Francisco  State  College  as  part  of  a  summer  course  "An  Inter- 
disciplinary Approach  to  Movement  in  the  Education  of  the  Mentally 
Retarded,"  to  which  all  the  children  in  the  group  reacted  with  a 
surprising  degree  of  poise  and  self-confidence.   This  activity, 
originally  intended  as  a  one-time  event  in  Fall,  1965,  and  then 
repeated  on  a  more  and  more  frequent  basis  until  the  present 
weekly  schedule  was  arranged,  is  planned  for  continuation  in 
Fall,  1967. 
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Participation  in  public  performance  included  the  previously 
mentioned  Summer  Children's  concerts,  the  annual  "Carnival"  at 
Sigmund  Stern  Grove,  Joseph  Lee  Day  Program,  Christmas  Carol 
Festival  at  City  Hall,  Recreation  Symphony  Orchestra  Concert, 
and  a  large  number  of  special  holiday  programs  at  the  Recrea- 
tional Arts  Building  and  at  units  throughout  the  city. 

Assistance  in  the  planning,  programming  and  presentation  of 
musical  activities  were  given  to  the  Photo  Center  and  the  Drama 
and  Dance  programs  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  the  San 
Francisco  Boys'  Chorus,  the  Music  Teachers'  Association  of 
California,  the  San  Francisco  Musical  Club  Opera  Workshop,  Opera 
Cameos  Workshop,  the  American  Retired  Associaton,  the  American 
Friends'  Service  Committee,  the  Parent -Teachers  Group  of  St. 
Agnes'  School,  McKinley  School  Parent -Teachers  Association,  the 
Old  Timers'  Baseball  Association,  the  American  Guild  of  Organists, 
the  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  Girl  Scouts  of  America,  the  Golden 
Gate  Story  League,  and  the  St.  Francis  de  Sales  Hearing  Society, 
among  many  others .

The  revenue  reports  and  tabulations  of  attendance  for  the 
past  year  show  the  most  marked  increase  in  memberships  and  atten- 
dance since  the  inception  of  the  Photography  Center. 

The  active  paid  up  membership,  as  of  June  30,  totalled  1,713 
members  as  compared  to  1,096  paid  up  active  members  for  the  pre- 
vious year.   Semi-annual  members  that  are  expired  by  one  month  or 
less  are  considered  semi-active  members  and  the  majority  of  these 
members  renew.   Consequently,  the  active  paid  up  membership  is 
1,713  and  the  semi-active  membership  fluctuates  between  500  and 
700  members. 

The  total  attendance  at  the  Photography  Center  during  the 
year  was  91,846  as  compared  to  79,545  for  the  previous  year. 

Revenues  from  membership  and  locker  rental  for  the  year  came 
to  a  total  of  $15,801.50  as  compared  to  the  total  of  $11,921.00 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  increased  attendance  and  the  added  revenue  for  the  year 
point  out  the  phenomenal  rate  of  growth  and  expansion  at  the  Photo- 
graphy Center.  The  great  influx  of  new  and  renewing  members  has 
caused  an  extremely  overcrowded  condition  at  the  Center.  Adminis- 
tration is  constantly  working  on  plans  to  alleviate  the  problem 
of  overcrowding  so  as  to  better  serve  the  public. 

The  Photography  Center  coordinates  with  the  Northern  Calif- 
ornia Council  of  Camera  Clubs  in  presenting  one  of  the  largest 
photographic  events  in  Northern  California  "Photography  Day." 
The  Photographic  Society  of  America  and  camera  clubs  from  all 
over  Northern  California  appear  at  beautiful  Sigmund  Stern  Grove 
and  present  top  award  winning  photographs,  color  slides  and 
movies.  The  program  for  the  day  includes  camera  club  booths, 
displays,  Beauty  Queen  contests  and  stage  presentations.  This 
year's  Photography  Day  was  attended  by  more  than  5,000  people. 
National  photographic  publications  have  publicized  Photography 
Day  each  year  and  many  consider  it  one  of  the  finest  and  most 
unique  photographic  events  in  the  United  States. 

The  quarterly  eight  lecture  beginners'  courses  were  so  well 
attended  that  class  size  had  to  be  limited  to  100  students  per 
course,  and  waiting  lists  created  for  admission  to  the  next  course. 
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Many  classes  were  given  in  extensions  and  sections  so  as  to  better 
accommodate  more  people.   In  addition  to  the  quarterly  eight  lec- 
ture beginners'  course,  the  twice  weekly  (throughout  the  year) 
Enlarging  and  Printing  orientation  classes  were  conducted  for  all 
prospective  members. 

The  Photography  Center  is  open  seven  days  a  week  and  is  busy 
each  day.  Many  camera  clubs  meet  at  the  Photography  Center  and 
coordinate  with  the  Photography  Center  staff,  the  Northern 
California  Council  of  Camera  Clubs,  and  the  Special  activities 
committee  in  presenting  many  additional  lectures  and  programs  at 
the  Center.   These  camera  club  meetings  and  special  programs  were 
attended  by  hundreds  of  avid  novice  photographers. 

In  addition  to  operating  a  very  busy,  successful  and  effi- 
cient Center,  during  the  past  year  the  photography  staff  has 
completed  more  than  50  photographic  assignments  for  the  Department 
involving  the  production  of  some  1400  photographs. 

Plans  for  the  coming  year  include  additional  beginners' 
courses  and  extension  of  the  enlarging  and  printing  classes  to 
three  evenings  per  week.  The  staff  at  the  Photography  Center 
looks  forward  to  another  year  of  expansion,  success  and  service.

SENIOR  CITIZENS 

The  Fourteenth  Annual  Senior  Citizens'  Hobby  Show  was  con- 
ducted by  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  the  San 
Francisco  Labor  Council,  the  Emporium,  and  the  Adult  Division 
of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District.   The  show  had  an 
attendance  of  6,457  persons  who  came  to  view  972  items  dis- 
played by  296  exhibits. 

The  department  has  organized  21  Senior  Citizen  Center  groups 
which  meet  at  various  playgrounds  and  recreation  centers.   Dur- 
ing September  a  new  Senior  Citizens  group  at  Ocean  View  Recrea- 
tion Center  was  organized. 

The  Golden  Gate  Park  Senior  Center  is  the  department's  only 
seven  day  a  week  operation.   It  has  a  very  large  enthusiastic 
group  who  include  trips  up  and  down  the  coast  in  their  program. 
The  San  Francisco  Adult  Education  Division  supplements  the  pro- 
gram at  Golden  Gate  with  instructors  in  Arts  and  Crafts  as  well 
as  a  very  fine  discussion  leader,  Dr.  Radenzell.  High  atten- 
dance and  high  spirits  attest  to  the  greatness  of  this  center 
and  its  program. 

Mr.  Elroy  Vane,  deceased,  left  the  corpus  of  his  estate  to 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  for  construction  or  reconstruc- 
tion of  building  or  buildings,  preferable  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Conservatory  of  Flowers  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  which  will  be  ade- 
quate for  use  by  male  and  female  seniors.   Seniors  at  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  Senior  Center  have  expressed  a  desire  to  assist  in  the 
planning  of  the  new  facilities  as  provided  for  in  Mr.  Vane's  will. 

Yerba  Buena  Senior  Center  is  located  adjacent  to  a  housing 
unit  operated  by  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority.   The  faci- 
lity includes  an  out-door  patio  enclosed  by  a  high  wall.   Seniors 
have  enjoyed  many  enjoyable  hours  playing  horse  shoes  and  shuffle 
board  at  this  Center.   The  San  Francisco  Health  Department  and 
the  San  Francisco  Adult  Education  Division  supplement  the  program 
with  additional  staff. 

Both  Golden  Gate  Park  and  Yerba  Buena  Senior  Centers  had 
very  successful  years.  Additional  and  exciting  programs  were 
started  in  both  centers  to  include  teaching  beginning  and  advanced 
Spanish  classes.   The  total  number  of  participants  at  all  21 
centers  was  120,687. 
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TINY  TOTS 

The  Tiny  Tots  program  as  conducted  by  the  department  is  a 
form  of  a  play  experience.  The  principal  aim  is  to  form  good 
habits  through  recreational  activities. 

In  cooperation  with  the  California  Society  for  the  Preven- 
tion of  Blindness,  a  program  was  organized  for  the  early  detec- 
tion of  "lazy  eye  blindness"  a  condition  known  medically  as 
ambloypia  exanopsia.  The  work  in  the  program  was  carried  out 
entirely  by  volunteers  provided  by  the  San  Francisco  Second 
District  of  the  California  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers. 
A  registered  nurse  was  on  duty  at  all  screenings. 

The  vision  screening  projects  will  run  on  a  continuing  basis 
and  each  new  class  of  children  received  the  free  examination  as 
they  entered  the  Tiny  Tot  Program. 

During  the  regular  school  year,  198  Tiny  Tot  groups  meet 
mornings  at  86  playgrounds  and  recreation  centers.   Children 
are  served  only  once  a  week.  The  total  number  of  children  served 
was  81,392. 
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SPECIAL       ACTIVITIES

Silver  Tree  and  Pine  Lake  Day  Camps  were  operated  Monday 
through  Friday  during  the  summer  vacation  period  and  afforded 
an  opportunity  for  over  3,000  boys  and  girls,  ages  7  to  12  years 
inclusive,  to  participate  in  an  invigorating  and  enlarging  ex- 
perience in  outdoor  activity. 

In  many  instances  the  camps  offer  children  their  first 
experience  in  camping  adventures.  The  many  letters  of  response 
that  mirror  the  parents'  gratitude  and  the  children's  pleasure 
are  most  reassuring  to  the  department. 

In  addition  to  the  children  from  the  department's  recreation 
units,  Silver  Tree  Camp  has  served  the  following  special  groups: 
School-yard  recreation  units  of  the  Recreation  Division,  S.F.U. 
S.D.;  Youth  Guidance  Center;  Mount  St.  Joseph;  Laguna-Page  Neigh- 
borhood Center,  and  Handicapped  Services.  All  of  these  groups 
were  naturally  and  totally  integrated  into  camp  life.   Silver 
Tree  has  a  capacity  of  180  children  per  week. 

Pine  Lake  Camp  reached  a  turn-away  maximum  every  week  of 
its  season.   Unfortunately,  Pine  Lake's  considerably  smaller 
quota  of  80  children  per  week  results  in  many  disappointed  parents 
and  children  who  can  not  be  accommodated. 

The  successful  functioning  of  the  facilities  reservation 
service  is  greatly  dependent  upon  the  close  operation  of  the  Park 
Area  Supervisors,  the  Park  Section  Supervisors  and  their  staffs. 
Reservations  are  granted  to  bona-fide  organizations  for  functions 
that  are  not  political,  profit-making  or  religious  in  nature. 

Nominal  fees  are  charged  for  three  units  -  the  Stern  Grove 
and  Wawona  Clubhouses  and  the  Lake  Merced  Sports  Center.  The  fee 
for  Stern  Grove  is  $10,  for  Wawona  $5,  and  for  Lake  Merced  Sports 
Center,  $7.50.   In  all  instances,  a  special  youth  group  rate  is 
obtainable  with  sufficient  adult  supervision  for  $2.50.  Two 
additional  clubhouses,  Angler's  Lodge  and  the  Model  Yacht  Club, 
have  use  patterns  primarily  restricted  to  groups  espousing  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  angling  and  model  boating. 
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The  joys  of  a  day  in  the 
country,  without  leaving 
the  city.  Day  Camping  at 
Silver  Tree  Camp  in  Glen 
Park  Canyon  and  Pine  Lake 
Camp  in  Pine  Lake  Park. 


The  annual  Christmas 
Carol  Festival  in  the 
City  Hall  Rotunda  is 
a  highlight  of  the  year 
round  program  of  the 
Recreation  Choir. 
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Formally  developed  picnic  and  barbecue  areas  are  found  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  at  the  following  locations:   Pioneer  Log  Cabin, 
Speedway  Meadow,  Lindley  Meadow,  37th  and  Fulton  (Senior  Center), 
and  Bercut  Field  (Horsemen's  Retreat).  Additional  picnic  and 
barbecue  area  are  found  in  the  Fleishhacker  Pool  area,  Stern  Grove 
and  Pine  Lake. 

Camp  fire  circle  areas  are  used  by  some  15  volunteer  agencies 
for  day  camp  operations  during  the  summer  months.  The  areas  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  are:  37th  Avenue  and  Fulton  Street,  Bercut  Field 
(Horsemen's  Retreat),  Tellecum  Grove,  and  Metson  Lake.  Additional 
camp  fire  circle  areas  used  by  these  agencies  are  at  McLaren  Park, 
Balboa  Park,  Fleishhacker  Pool,  Julius  Kahn  Playground,  and  Moun- 
tain Lake  Park. 

Dog  training  areas  are  set  aside  in  two  locations:   the  paved 
parking  area  of  West  Sunset  Playground  (41st  Avenue  and  Quintara 
Street);  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  at  37th  Avenue  and  Fulton  Street. 

The  fly-casting  pools  are  just  south  of  the  Angler's  Lodge 
and  are  available  for  use  every  day  of  the  year,  except  for  a  brief 
period  required  for  annual  cleaning. 

Model  airplane  flying  by  liability-insured  club  members  was 
scheduled  subject  to  daily  time  limits  at  the  east  end  of  Golden 
Gate  Park  Stadium  (Polo  Fields)  and  in  the  northwest  corner  of 
Crocker-Amazon  Playground. 

Model  boating  is  in  Spreckels  Lake  just  east  of  the  Model 
Yacht  Club.   The  Peter  Bercut  Equitation  Field  (Horsemen's  Retreat) 
is  the  scene  of  many  equitation  events.   These  events  are  presenta- 
tions by  various  riding  clubs  and  horseshow  exhibitions.   All  pub- 
lic events  require  adequate  liability  insurance. 

Reservations  for  almost  all  of  these  facilities  are  by  written 
request  and  written  confirmation  with  no  fee  charged.  Small  groups 
of  less  than  25  individuals  are  welcome  on  a  non-reservation  basis. 

The  annual  Midsummer  Stern  Grove  Music  Festival  is  a  joint 
effort  of  this  Department  and  the  Festival  Committee.  The  weekly 
presentation  each  summer  Sunday  requires  an  immense  amount  of  co- 
ordination between  the  Recreation  and  Park  Division,  the  Festival 
Committee  and  the  producer  of  each  week's  performance. 

Non-fee  reservations  for  21  picnic  tables  within  the  concert 
lawn  area  are  accepted  by  telephone  only  on  the  Monday  morning 
preceding  the  Sunday  concert. 
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PARKS   DIVISION 
Frank  0.  Foehr,  Superintendent  of  Parks 


The  Parks  Division  provides  esthetically  pleasing,  safe, 
functional  facilities  for  our  leisure  time  needs.  Areas  designed 
to  satisfy  the  desire  for  quiet  relaxation  in  a  natural  environ- 
ment in  the  midst  of  a  highly  urbanized  environment  are  maintained 
in  addition  to  the  programmed  activities  of  the  Recreation  Divi- 
sion. 

Increasing  leisure  time  allows  us  much  more  time  to  use  the 
parks,  playfields  and  structures  now  available.  This  increased 
use  is  gratifying.   It  is  also  evident  to  our  maintenance  crews. 

Neighbors  of  the  City  Parks  are  aware  of  the  necessity  for 
open  space.   They  demonstrate  their  interest  whenever  and  wherever 
they  feel  a  threat  to  open  space  by  encroachment  of  other  activi- 
ties. 

To  reclaim  park  land  for  leisure  use,  the  Recreation  and 
Park  Commission  authorized  banning  autos  from  a  portion  of  Golden 
Gate  Park  on  Sundays,  thus  restoring  a  rural  character  to  the 
Park  to  increase  the  pleasures  of  a  Sunday  stroll. 

Our  challenge  is  to  maintain  heavily  used  urban  recreational 
spaces  as  economically  as  possible  without  a  loss  in  degree  of 
performance  by  our  work  forces. 

Our  Workreation  program,  the  Neighborhood  Youth  Corps  and 
the  Youth  for  Service  has  provided  young  men  to  work  in  our  re- 
creation and  park  facilities  during  the  summer.   In  most  instances 
these  young  men  have  been  of  great  value.  The  program  is  a  mutu- 
ally satisfactory  one  which  we  would  hope  to  see  expanded  in  the 
future . 

Details  of  the  activities  of  the  Park  Division  staff  are 
contained  in  the  branch  and  section  reports  which  follow. 
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Meadows,  trees  and  plea-

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LARGE    PARKS

An  extremely  wet  winter  was  favorable  for  replanting  nume- 
rous small  areas  but  prevented  development  of  large  projects. 
Park  plantings  have  been  affected  by  the  actions  of  thoughtless 
persons.   It  is  estimated  that  only  20%  of  new  plantings  sur- 
vive the  thoughtless  or  malicious  actions  of  a  small  minority. 
The  area  behind  McLaren  Lodge  parking  area  was  cleared  and  re- 
planted. The  historic  Bowles  Collection  of  Rhododendrons  was 
completely  re-established  with  Maddeni   hybrids  and  species  which 
are  descendants  of  the  original  plants. 

In  Conservatory  Valley  eleven  floral  designs  were  installed 
using  88,000  plants.  The  floral  clock  was  replanted  twice  using 
6,000  plants.   Dutch  Iris  was  used  in  Conservatory  Valley  this 
winter  using  26,000  bulbs  and  45,600  annuals  were  used  in  the 
bi-annual  plantings. 

Three  blocks  along  Fulton  Street  near  Third  Avenue  were 
cleared  of  old  brush  and  trees.  As  soon  as  irrigation  is  pro- 
vided in  this  area,  a  shrub  border  will  be  planted. 

Considerable  work  was  done  in  the  John  McLaren  Memorial 
Rhododendron  Dell.   Large  old  plants  were  regrouped  to  make  beds 
for  newer  varieties.  The  old  shabby  Eugenias   were  removed  from 
the  entrance  and  the  area  was  replanted  to  Agapanthass . 

On  Middle  Drive  behind  the  Planetarium  a  10,000  square  foot 
area  was  ripped,  rotovated,  graded  and  fertilized.  A  landscap- 
ing of  316  shrubs  and  trees  was  installed,  greatly  adding  to  the 
beauty  of  the  area. 

The  large  area  north  of  the  Brundage  Wing  of  the  De  Young 
Museum,  badly  mangled  during  construction,  was  cleaned  up  and 
intensive  replanting  was  done.  This  required  heavy  grading, 
new  top  soil  and  straw  manure  and  several  hundred  plants  in 
variety.  The  Tea  Garden  fences  showed  the  effects  of  a  high 
daily  visitor  load.   It  was  necessary  to  replace  1,200  feet  of 
posts  and  bamboo  rails. 

Paving  Cross  Over  and  By-Pass  Drives  burned  plants  and 
shrubs  facing  the  highway.  Hundreds  had  to  be  removed  and  re- 
placed.

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A  large  group  of  overgrown  Acacias  were  removed  from  the 
area  just  west  of  Lloyd  Lake  on  Kennedy  Drive.  This  area  was 
re-landscaped  by  extending  the  lawn  and  grouping  some  trees  and 
shrubs  in  a  very  attractive  manner  which  greatly  enhances  the 
lake. 

Broom  Point  was  cleared  of  miscellaneous  plantings  and  a 
solid  planting  of  Scotch  and  Spanish  Brooms  restored.   The 
Rhododendron  planting  at  30th  Avenue  and  Kennedy  Drive  was  com- 
pletely overhauled  and  many  newer  varieties  of  Rhododendrons 
were  planted.   A  tree  planting  program  was  extended  through  the 
Elk  Glen  section. 

Young  pines  and  cypress  were  planted  in  several  areas  of 
the  Spreckel's  Lake  section  including  pines  in  the  grass  border 
on  Kennedy  Drive. 

Grading  the  new  Archery  Field  was  completed  and  120,000 
square  feet  of  lawn  was  installed. 

The  Chain  of  Lakes  was  cleared  of  reeds,  tules  and  iris, 
thanks  to  receiving  an  underwater  cutting  barge  from  the  Water 
Department .   The  support  of  this  boat  and  the  removal  of  the 
cut  material  took  many  man  weeks  of  the  work  force. 

The  balance  of  the  time  was  devoted  to  the  multitude  of 
tasks  essential  to  the  continued  beauty  of  Golden  Gate  Park: 
spreading  filter  cake,  weed  control,  clean  up  of  storm  damage, 
planting  ice  plant  and  sea  grass,  pruning,  spading,  lawn  edgings, 
repairing  vandalism,  and  picking  up  the  litter,  garbage  and 
debris  left  by  Park  users  are  all  vital  tasks. 

Shrubs  and  trees  ordered  from  Golden  Gate  Park  Nursery 
for  planting  in  Golden  Gate  Park  during  the  year  included  8,176 
shrubs,  35  trees,  129,600  annuals  for  the  Park,  36,000  plants 
for  design,  and  125  flats  of  yellow  moss. 
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CONSERVATORY  OF  FLOWERS 

Major  construction  was  completed  on  the  East  side  of  the 
dome,  and  in  the  vestibule.   The  rose  house  was  braced,  the 
upper  part  of  the  chimney  was  removed,  a  new  office  was  built, 
and  the  inside  of  upper  dome  was  painted. 

Major  seasonal  flower  exhibits  required  raising  11,000 
plants.  Minor  seasonal  flower  exhibits  required  an  additional 
1300  plants.   Year  round  exhibits  now  include  1500  orchids, 
while  the  Conservatory  received  80  new  plants  for  public  dis- 
play. 

Plant  materials  dispatched  included  44  corsages,  45  potted 
plants,  2  wreaths,  and  4  funeral  pieces. 

Tours  were  given  to  clubs,  schools  and  colleges  on  special 
request  to  the  Chief  Nurseryman.   Some  1300  bus  tours  with 
58,000  people,  in  addition  to  tens  of  thousands  of  casual  visi- 
tors, visited  the  Conservatory  during  the  year.

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SMALL   PARKS   AND   SQUARES 

John  Spring,  Assistant  Superintendent

During  the  past  year,  the  Brooks  Property  was  purchased  to 
be  used  as  a  natural  park  in  the  Ocean  View-Merced  Heights  area. 
Before  it  could  be  opened  to  the  public,  much  pruning  and  removal 
of  debris  was  required,  and  trees  were  labeled  for  interpretive 
purposes.  At  Kimbell  Playground  new  bleachers  were  constructed 
and  the  field  house  and  track  facilities  were  completed.  Alcoa 
Plaza  in  the  Golden  Gateway  was  completed  and  has  been  accepted 
by  the  department  for  operation  and  maintenance.   The  first  phase 
of  the  construction  of  Sunnyside  Playground  was  completed.  A 
small  neighborhood  park  at  16th  and  Shotwell  Streets  was  land- 
scaped and  is  now  being  maintained  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
neighbors.   Street  trees  were  planted  on  Clay  Street  adjacent  to 
Alta  Plaza.   Rehabilitation  work  was  done  at  South  Park.  At 
Crocker-Amazon  all  the  trees  along  the  roads  were  thinned  and 
the  branches  raised  so  the  motorized  sweeper  could  clean  the 
roads.  A  bell,  donated  by  Mexico,  was  installed  in  a  small  plaza 
at  Mission  Dolores  Park  and  landscaped  by  departmental  gardeners. 

Some  40  olive  trees  were  removed  from  Civic  Center,  and  re- 
planted at  various  parks  and  playgrounds  throughout  the  depart- 
ment.  At  Civic  Center,  ivy  was  removed  from  the  perimeter  and 
the  area  reseeded  with  new  lawn. 

A  total  of  20,000  square  feet  of  new  lawn  areas  were  planted 
at:   Portsmouth  Square,  Balboa  Park  and  Wawona  Street  at  Sigmund 
Stern  Grove. 

At  Kezar  Stadium,  the  center  of  the  field,  approximately 
57,000  square  feet,  was  rehabilitated.  The  work  was  necessary 
due  to  the  heavy  use  of  the  field  from  football  and  soccer  games 
scheduled  at  the  Stadium. 

Playgrounds  rehabilitated  by  the  athletic  field  crew  in- 
cluded:  Upper  Noe  Playground,  Excelsior  Playground,  Big  Rec 
(Golden  Gate  Park),  Balboa  Park,  Rossi  Playground,  Silver  Terrace, 
Hayward  Playground  (both  diamonds),  Rolph  Playground  (completely 
rototilled  and  regraded) ,  and  Louis  Sutter  Playground  where  a 
new  diamond  was  installed.

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A  total  of  45,380  square  feet  of  sod  was  used  in  the  reha- 
bilitation projects.  Various  parks  and  squares  received  15,000 
annuals  and  bedding  plants.   Many  other  smaller  rehabilitation 
projects  were  undertaken  on  various  recreation  and  park  areas 
throughout  the  city. 

GOLDEN  GATE  PARK  NURSERY 

This  has  been  a  busy  year  for  the  Nursery.   The  new  green- 
houses and  work  areas  were  completed,  and  the  Nursery  staff  has 
brought  these  new  facilities  into  operation.  The  old  nursery 
facilities  used  at  McLaren  Park  will  now  be  phased  out. 

In  addition  to  related  services  the  Nursery  provided  and 
distributed  the  following  materials. 

The  Golden  Gate  Park  Nursery  supplied  8,240  shrubs  and  695 
trees  for  planting  in  parks,  squares,  golf  courses,  playgrounds 
and  recreation  centers  throughout  the  City. 

Also  supplied  by  the  Nursery  were:   985  plants  and  shrubs 
for  Sigmund  Stern  Grove  Concerts,  189,728  annuals  for  parks  and 
squares,  3,150  potted  flowers  used  at  civic  functions,  200  potted 
foliage  plants  used  at  civic  functions,  390  flower  arrangements 
for  civic  functions,  190  palms  loaned  to  churches  and  civic  func- 
tions, 375  orders  of  cut  greens  for  organizations,  churches, 
libraries,  clubs,  and  non-profit  charities,  1500  plants  loaned  to 
museums,  fairs,  and  other  displays.  A  total  of  5535  cut  flowers 
were  used  in  creating  displays  described  above. 

Projects  for  the  coming  year  include  development  of  the  ex- 
terior flower  beds  for  cut  flower  production,  and  completion  of 
the  installation  of  soil  in  the  newly  completed  greenhouses. 
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GOLF     COURSE     MAINTENANCE 
John  Kelly,  Supervisor 


The  annual  maintenance  schedule  of  the  six  municipal  golf 
courses  cared  for  by  this  department  consists  of  many  seasonal 
operations  and  problems  which  are  handled  as  they  arise. 

All  greens,  tees  and  fairways  are  fertilized,  aerated, 
sprayed  to  control  plant  disease,  rough  greens  cleared,  over- 
grown areas  thinned,  dead  and  fallen  tree  limbs  pruned  and  re- 
moved, and  trees  thinned  to  admit  sunlight  to  green  and  tee 
lawn  areas. 

New  plantings  for  shrubs  and  blooming  annuals  required  some 
40  flats  of  bedding  plants  and  over  550  shrubs.  Maintenance 
crews  planted  some  500  new  trees  as  wind  breaks  and  screens. 
Reconstruction  and  rehabilitation  of  worn  aprons,  tees  and  greens 
required  some  20,000  square  feet  of  sod. 

Maintenance  also  requires  removal  of  natural  hazards  and 
wildlife  pests.   Swarming  bees,  gophers,  moles  and  raccoons  are 
all  prevelant  on  the  golf  courses  and  must  be  removed  as  detected, 

Sporadically,  acts  of  vandalism  occur  late  at  night  when 
autos  or  motorcycles  are  driven  onto  the  fairways  and  greens. 
Player  irritation  is  high  when  play  must  be  directed  to  temporary 
greens  to  avoid  the  scars  caused  by  vandals. 

Theft  of  flag  pins  at  both  Lincoln  and  Sharp  Parks  require 
replacing  some  15  flags  on  the  courses  each  month. 

Burglary  was  committed  by  person  or  persons  unknown  on  three 
separate  occasions  at  Sharp  Park.  The  cafe  was  broken  into  twice 
with  a  loss  of  $200  in  merchandise  and  cash,  and  the  gardeners' 
tool  house  burglarized  with  a  loss  of  most  of  the  gardening  tools 
valued  at  $270.  All  such  incidents  are  reported  to  local  police. 

Tournaments  require  special  grooming  and  preparation  of 
courses  prior  to  play.  The  over  30  tournaments  during  the  year 
ranged  from  various  all-city  tourneys  to  high  school  and  public 
course  meets. 
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STRUCTURAL  MAINTENANCE  AND  ALLIED  WORK 

James  O'Sullivan

The  Construction  Division  during  the  past  year  received  over 
7,500  work  orders  for  work  to  be  done  on  our  numerous  facilities 
and  installations.  Besides  general  repair  type  work  the  trades- 
men in  this  division  completed  numerous  new  jobs.  Vandalism  is 
still  a  major  problem  in  this  Department,  particularly  in  break- 
ing glass,  plumbing  and  electrical  fixtures,  destruction  of  play 
apparatus  and  damage  to  doors  and  locks. 

The  plumbers,  in  addition  to  general  repair  work,  installed 
350'  of  6"  vitirfied  clay  pipe  sewer  line  at  North  Beach  Play- 
ground, 1,000'  of  2"  gas  line  at  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Flycasting 
Pool,  and  new  water  lines  and  drinking  fountain  at  the  Shotwell 
Street  Playground.   At  the  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  the  plumbers 
installed  100'  of  pipe  and  fittings  for  the  chlorine  tanks  and 
three  chlorinators,  1,500'  of  1"  pipe  and  fittings  in  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  Nursery,  and  400'  of  1"  pipe  at  Stern  Grove.   In  the 
Zoo  the  plumbers  installed  numerous  valves,  drinking  fountains, 
renewed  water  lines  and  waste  lines,  and  cleared  many  bad  stopp- 
ages. 

The  carpenters,  during  the  year,  were  required  to  make  the 
repairs  and  maintain  all  structures  throughout  the  city  and  in 
Camp  Mather.   This  department  built  ramps,  booths,  and  other 
properties  for  carnivals,  shows,  the  Stern  Grove  Festival,  Photo- 
graphy Day  and  other  events.  The  carpenters  rebuilt  the  floats 
and  ramps  at  Pier  54,  and  made  general  and  extensive  repairs  in 
the  Conservatory. 

The  painters  painted  the  interiors  of  Larson,  Balboa,  McLaren. 
Rossi,  Hamilton  and  the  North  Beach  Pools.  The  painters  painted 
all  the  benches  in  the  Music  Concourse  and  at  Stern  Grove.  The 
crews  stenciled  all  the  berths  at  Yacht  Harbor  and  striped  many 
gymnasiums  and  parking  lots.  Thousands  of  silk  screen  signs  and 
decal  signs  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  recreation  and  park 
system.   This  work  was  performed  in  addition  to  the  maintenance 
of  restrooms,  and  other  public  areas  which  were  defaced  by  vanda- 
lism. 
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The  fence  and  ornamental  iron  crews  fabricated  catch  basins, 
bench  legs  and  all  other  type  metal  work  for  the  Department. 
They  reconditioned  the  motorized  weed  cutter  barge,  and  main- 
tained crews  and  installed  new  fences  and  gates  in  the  Zoo, 
Golden  Gate  Park  and  squares  and  playgrounds.  They  removed  metal 
floats  from  Lake  Merced,  and  fabricated  metal  frames  for  the 
archery  and  rifle  ranges. 

The  cement  workers,  in  addition  to  maintenance,  secured  all 
rocks  in  the  Rainbow  Falls,  installed  the  large  lanterns  in  the 
Japanese  Tea  Garden,  installed  curbings  behind  the  Aquarium, 
poured  slabs  for  new  sections  of  the  nursery,  and  made  founda- 
tions in  the  Conservatory  as  footings. 

The  plasterer  maintained  all  the  buildings  throughout  the 
recreation  and  park  system.   Garages  at  Stern  Grove  and  the  Por- 
tola  Recreation  Center  shower  rooms  were  plastered,  concrete  end 
pieces  for  permanent  benches  and  cement  molds  for  all  types  of 
catch  basins  and  other  type  coverings  were  constructed. 

The  electricians  maintained  all  electrical  equipment  in  the 
system  and  made  many  new  installations,  including  running  new 
conduit  and  switches  for  the  paint  shop.  Wiring  and  conduit  for 
the  engineering  shop  office  was  installed  as  was  new  conduit  and 
wiring  for  chlorinator  room  at  Mission  Pool.   Electric  service 
for  two  telephone  booths  at  Yacht  Harbor,  new  recessed  light  fix- 
tures in  Hunters  Point  Building,  and  new  wiring  at  Fleishhacker 
Bathhouse  was  installed.  The  electric  panel  at  Aquatic  Park  was 
moved,  and  lighting  installed  outside  the  building  at  the  Brooks 
Property.   At  Stern  Grove  the  electricians  wired  sound  control 
to  the  building,  placed  3"  conduits  and  fittings  for  speakers 
and  ran  conduit  around  the  stage. 

The  sheet  metal  workers, in  addition  to  maintaining  all  the 
metal  work  in  the  Department,  installed  stainless  steel  sinks 
at  Camp  Mather,  built  galvanized  sewer  basket  strainers  for  the 
Zoo,  built  and  installed  galvanized  windows  at  Joseph  Lee  and 
Silver  Tree  Camp,  installed  skylight  guards  at  Garfield  Pool, 
made  metal  cab  for  the  gang  mower  at  Sharp  Park,  built  cages  for 
the  Zoo,  repaired  the  cable  car  at  the  Zoo,  and  installed  new 
drain  pipes  throughout  the  system. 

The  iron  worker  maintained  all  the  play  apparatus  and  play 
equipment  in  the  playgrounds,  squares  and  Golden  Gate  Park.  He 
installed  all  tennis  nets,  fabricated  golf  course  pins  and  did 
all  types  of  welding  and  miscellaneous  iron  work.

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The  laboring  crews  performed  all  types  of  work  which  re- 
quired laborers  and  they  also  assisted  the  craftsmen  when  needed. 
The  daily  general  maintenance  using  the  combined  services  of 
laborers,  tractors  and  trucks  is  continuously  required  through- 
out the  year  to  keep  the  park  roads  and  paths  in  service. 

Additional  work  accomplished  has  been  the  rehabilitation 
of  some  of  the  surface  drainage  of  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Nursery. 
The  Archery  Field  in  Golden  Gate  Park  has  been  extended  to  100 
yards  through  excavation  and  grading.   Soil  and  fertilizer  was 
placed  and  graded  to  support  the  growth  of  grass  and  shrubs. 
Rolph  Playground,  an  important  softball  park,  has  been  completely 
renovated  by  plowing,  discing,  adding  soil  and  grading. 

Service  roads  have  been  developed  for  the  Hall  of  Flowers 
parking  area  as  well  as  the  Zoo  parking  area. 

The  unserviceable  fishing  floats  at  Lake  Merced  were  cut 
into  open  boxes.   These  boxes  now  serve  as  debris  boxes  along 
the  Great  Highway  parking  lots,  beach  areas,  and  for  several 
locations  in  Golden  Gate  Park.   Sand  removal  and  the  lowering  of 
sand  dunes  along  Great  Highway  has  given  motorists  comfortable 
traveling  and  a  good  view  of  the  ocean. 

Through  the  use  of  a  motorized  barge  with  a  weed  cutting 
attachment,  the  weed  growth  has  been  controlled  at  the  three 
lakes  in  the  Chain  of  Lakes,  Birch  Lake  in  Camp  Mather,  and  Sharp 
Park  Lake. 

Washouts  and  earth  settlement  caused  by  winter  rains  at  Lake 
Merced,  Great  Highway  parking  areas,  and  the  road  at  the  third 
tee  in  Lincoln  Park  have  been  filled  with  material  received  from 
contractors  who  have  excavating  contracts  with  the  Department. 
McLaren  Golf  Course  now  enjoys  a  new  entrance  service  road.   The 
east  end  of  the  golf  course  has  been  regraded  to  control  the  sur- 
face drainage. 

Considerable  trucking  has  been  involved  in  transporting 
plants  of  various  sizes  and  quantities  for  displays  and  flower 
shows  such  as  the  San  Mateo  Flower  Show,  various  shows  at  the 
Hall  of  Flowers,  and  the  Rhododendron  displays  at  Civic  Center 
and  Union  Square. 

The  Roads  Maintenance  force  will  continue  to  perform  special 
assignments  along  with  the  general  maintenance  of  parks,  squares 
and  playgrounds. 
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SAN  FRANCISCO  ZOOLOGICAL  GARDENS 
Ronald  T.  Reuther.  Director 


Attendance  and  activities  at  the  Zoological  Gardens  increased 
in  comparison  with  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Ronald  T.  Reuther,  previously  Assistant  Director  of  the  Cleve- 
land Zoological  Park,  was  appointed  Assistant  Director  of  the  San 
Francisco  Zoological  Gardens  on  October  1,  1966,  and  Director  on 
April  10,  1967.   Director  Carey  Baldwin  retired  after  twenty-five 
years  service  on  February  1,  1967.   Fred  Roemer  continues  as  Head 
Keeper,  and  John  Mallick  as  Assistant  Head  Keeper.  Mallick  com- 
pleted thirty-five  years  of  devoted  service  at  the  Zoo  in  July, 
1967.   Fred  Avilez  replaced  Jack  Hurt  as  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Zoological  Society. 

The  administration  and  supervision  of  the  janitorial  force 
was  reassumed  by  the  Zoo  staff  in  1967. 

Major  construction  during  the  year  has  included  initiation  of 
the  "African  Scene"  for  approximately  $170,000;  and  modification 
of  existing  facilities  into  a  new  aviary  for  approximately  $13,000. 
all  from  income  derived  by  the  Zoological  Society.   Initiation  of 
major  construction  and  improvement  of  the  facilities  in  the  Child- 
ren's Zoo  was  also  undertaken  by  the  Zoological  Society. 

Several  new  exhibits  were  established,  including  a  squirrel, 
monkey  island,  a  nocturnal  animal  display,  and  re-arranginging 
groups  of  animals  with  an  emphasis  on  their  zoogeographical  and 
ecological  relationships.  An  updated  system  of  keeping  animal 
records  and  inventory  was  initiated. 

The  animal  collection  was  greatly  improved  by  acquisition 
through  Society  purchase,  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Carroll  Soo-Hoo, 
and  trades  with  other  zoos  and  dealers.  New  acquisitions  include:

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Considerable  publicity  occurred  in  all  news  media  during 
May  and  June  concerning  shortage  of  funds,  needs  of  the  Zoo, 
and  the  feasibility  of  an  admission  fee.   Editorials  in  the  two 
daily  newspapers  and  on  major  TV  channels  favored  an  admission 
fee,  allowing  children  free  admission  accompanied  by  an  adult. 

Revision  of  the  present  guide  book  was  undertaken  in  con- 
junction with  the  Zoological  Society. 

A  Panda  Bank  was  installed  at  the  Zoo  in  November  to  col- 
lect funds  for  the  World  Wildlife  Fund.   Since  then,  over  $250.00 
has  heen  collected  and  submitted  to  the  National  headquarters. 

An  informal  keeper  in-service  training  and  information  pro- 
gram was  initiated. 

The  director  attended  the  meetings  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Zoological  Parks  and  Aquariums  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  Mexico  City  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this 
organization.   He  served  as  Program  Chairman  of  the  Mexico  City 
Conference  and  was  elected  a  trustee  of  the  Wild  Animal  Propaga- 
tion Trust. 

A  most  successful  in-service  teacher  program  was  initiated 
and  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Zoological  Society. 
Approximately  300  teachers  enrolled  and  completed  this  course 
for  credit. 

Critical  items  needed  at  the  Zoo  currently  include  a  secre- 
tary, more  funds  for  a  veterinarian  and  a  modest  animal  hospital. 
A  zoologist  and  at  least  one  other  keeper  are  badly  needed.   It 
is  also  desirable  that  the  director  have  a  closer  liason  with 
the  Board  of  the  Zoological  Society,  and  that  a  study  be  made  of 
the  future  organization  and  operation  of  the  Zoo.

STRYBING  ARBORETUM  AND  BOTANICAL  GARDENS 
P.  H.  Brydon,  Director 


The  most  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  completion 
of  the  second  and  final  phase  of  the  Master  Plan.   Forty  of  the 
sixty  acres  set  aside  under  the  terms  of  the  Strybing  Bequest 
are  now  equipped  with  asphalt  roads  and  the  general  contours  of 
the  Arboretum  have  been  established.   The  task  now  facing  the 
Arboretum  staff  is  to  plant  the  areas  made  accessible  by  the  new 
roadways  and  to  re-plant  the  sections  which  have  been  disturbed 
by  construction. 

By  comparison  to  many  Arboreta,  the  Strybing  Arboretum  is 
still  in  its  infancy.   It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that,  when  it 
began  in  1937,  trees  and  shrubs  were  thickly  planted  to  create 
as  quickly  as  possible  the  necessary  protection  from  cutting  winds 
and  to  fill  in  open  spaces  for  quick  effect.  As  the  years  passed 
and  growth  increased,   it  was  inevitable  that  thinning  was  neces- 
sary to  give  specimen  plants  room  to  develop  to  their  full  stature. 
There  was  also  a  need  to  create  pleasant  vistas  and  provide  dir- 
ection towards  points  of  interest.  The  traffic  pattern  now  esta- 
blished by  the  new  roadways  has  helped  immeasurably  in  orienting 
the  visitor.   In  the  past,  visitors  were  constantly  asking  direc- 
tions. Now,  they  seem  to  have  no  difficulty  in  finding  their  way. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Master  Plan  has  come  a  change  in 
emphasis  on  the  type  of  display  which  we  can  effect.   In  1950, 
there  were  20.2  acres  under  intensive  cultivation  and  ten  garden- 
ers to  maintain  the  area.   Today  there  are  over  40  acres  under 
intensive  cultivation,  but  still  ten  gardeners  despite  the  fact 
that  the  acreage  is  almost  double  what  it  was  in  1950.   In  addi- 
tion,  we  now  have  the  Hall  of  Flowers  and  the  Home  Demonstration 
Gardens  to  administer.  The  two  latter  facilities  accommodated 
over  132,000  people  and  406  separate  events  this  past  year. 

The  men  are  doing  an  admirable  job  of  keeping  the  Arboretum 
clean  and  watered,  but  the  lack  of  sufficient  help  is  becoming 
more  apparent  each  year.  This  has  necessitated  a  change  from 
the  original  concept  of  planting  herbaceous  plants  beneath  the 
large  trees  and  shrubs  to  one  where  meadow  grass  will  replace  the 
open  beds  to  a  great  extent.  Cultivated  beds  mean  high  mainten- 
ance whereas  meadow  can  be  mowed  quickly  and  efficiently  with 
power  equipment.  The  reduction  in  species  of  plants  in  the  col- 
lections is  unfortunate  because  the  value  of  any  Arboretum  is  in

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direct  ratio  to  the  representation  of  species  and  genera  which 
are  grown.   It  is  our  plan  to  restrict  the  displays  of  herba- 
ceous perennials  and  annuals  to  such  confined  areas  as  the 
Demonstration  Gardens,  the  Rock  Garden,  and  a  few  beds  at  the 
entrance  ways.   The  remaining  areas,  heretofore  utilized  as  open 
beds  will  be  converted  to  grass,  or,  as  is  the  case  of  small 
shrub  displays,  mulched  with  chips  or  pine  needles  to  reduce  the 
weeds. 

The  generosity  of  one  of  our  Strybing  Arboretum  Society 
members  has  made  it  possible  for  us  to  begin  work  on  a  new  "Guide 
List  to  Plants"  for  the  Arboretum.   The  preliminary  work  of  num- 
bering the  beds  has  been  completed  and  lists  of  plants  are  now 
in  preparation.   It  is  estimated  that  it  will  take  up  to  three 
years  to  finish  the  inventory  and  prepare  the  lists  for  publica- 
tion. This  is  a  most  important  part  of  our  work  as  an  Arboretum 
and  Botanical  garden  since  the  completed  list  will  become  a  valu- 
able source  of  information  for  plant  scientists  all  over  the 
world. 

The  Strybing  Arboretum  Society  received  a  gift  of  $6,000.00 
from  Mrs.  Stephen  Coney  to  construct  a  garden  in  memory  of  her 
grandmother,  the  late  Mrs.  Jennie  B.  Zellerbach.  The  garden  was 
formally  dedicated  on  May  5,  1967,  and  is  located  at  the  west 
end  of  the  main  axis  near  South  Drive.  This  particular  area  was 
to  be  developed  under  the  terms  of  the  Master  Plan,  but  there 
was  not  enough  money  to  complete  the  landscaping.   The  generous 
gift  of  Mrs.  Coney  was  therefore  doubly  appreciated. 

In  November  the  Director  spent  three  days  in  Vancouver, 
British  Columbia,  as  consultant  to  city  officials  on  plans  for 
their  proposed  botanical  gardens.  Throughout  the  year,  the  Direc- 
tor presented  21  talks  and  three  television  programs  which  des- 
cribed progress  in  the  Arboretum  and  gave  details  on  the  In  Service 
Training  Program  for  grade  school  teachers. 

During  1966-67,  the  Arboretum  received  383  accessions  of 
seeds,  cuttings,  and  plants  from  other  botanical  gardens  and  pri- 
vate sources.   The  most  notable  of  these  were  rhododendrons  from 
Malesia,  scions  of  rare  plants  from  the  Royal  Botanic  Gardens  at 
Kew  and  Edinburgh,  magnolias  from  the  Queen's  garden  at  Windsor 
Great  Park,  and  plants  and  seeds  from  the  Royal  Horticultural 
Society's  garden  at  Wisley.   In  return,  we  shipped  scions,  cut- 
tings and  seeds  to  all  of  the  above  gardens,  plus  other  gardens 
in  Ireland,  Germany,  France  and,  of  course,  the  United  States. 
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A  life  sized  statue

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During  the  past  year  the  Strybing  Arboretum  Society  has 
purchsed  14  volumes  on  various  botanical  and  horticultural  sub- 
jects for  our  library.  Through  the  generosity  of  the  Madison 
Fund,  many  new  plants  have  been  brought  from  abroad  for  trial 
in  the  Arboretum.   It  has  been  due  to  the  members'  efforts  that 
we  have  had  volunteer  attendants  in  the  Information  Kiosk  and 
volunteer  guides  who  have  conducted  tours  of  the  Arboretum. 
The  Society's  gifts  of  a  large  power  lawnmower  and  chainsaw  have 
speeded  up  our  work  immeasurably.   For  adults,  the  spring  and 
fall  series  of  garden  lectures  proved  to  be  most  popular  and 
informative  and  Mr.  Breckon's  classes  for  the  grade  school  tea- 
chers are  bringing  to  the  children  an  awareness  of  the  Arboretum 
and  the  many  plants  it  contains.   We  are  indeed  fortunate  to 
possess  such  an  active  and  generous  Society  and  extend  to  them 
and  their  President,  Mrs.  Robert  Homans ,  our  gratitude  for  their 
continued  support. 

During  the  year,  60  grade  school  teachers  have  had  conducted 
tours  of  the  Arboretum  in  connection  with  the  In-Service  Training 
Program.   The  Information  Kiosk  at  the  Arboretum  entrance  con- 
tinues to  be  staffed  by  Strybing  Arboretum  Society  volunteers, 
who  provide  a  valuable  service  to  visitors  from  all  over  the 
world  in  the  matter  of  information  on  Golden  Gate  Park  as  well  as 
the  Arboretum.   Volunteers  who  have  been  trained  by  the  Arboretum 
staff  have  given  guided  tours  to  civic  organizations,  garden  clubs 
and  handicapped  visitors. 

The  attendance  records  and  revenue  from  the  Hall  of  Flowers

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recreation  and  park 
commission  to  make  provision  for  the  funds  re- 
quired for  the  operation  and  continuance  of  the 
duties  herein  assigned  to  the  department  of  public 
works . "
